BLIZZARD SWEEPS THE NORTHWEST. 


Railroad Traffic Is Blockaded and 
Lives Are Reported Lost—Floods 
in the South. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 12.—[{Special.1— 
Northern Wisconsin and the Upper Penin- 
Sula of Michigan were swept by the most 
severe ‘snow-storm of the year last night 
andtoday. At Ishpeming, Mich., and a num- 
ber of other points trains are blockaded, 
and all the trains from the north on the 
Wisconsin Central and Northwestern are 
from two to four hours behind time. A 
freight train which is bound in a drift at 
Negaunee, Mich., has stopped all travel on 
the Northwestern north of that point. From 
twelve to fifteen inches of snow fell on the 
level, but it was accompanied by a high 
wind and in many places the snow has 
drifted to a height of severaFfeet. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., March 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—One of the fiercest snow-storms of the 
season prevailed here today. All east-bound 
trains were blockaded and arrived here from 
three to six hours late. Several inches of 
snow fell. | 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 12.—News from 
North and South Dakota and Western Min- 
nesota show that the snow of last night did 
more actual damage than any other of this 
winter, one that has never been equaled fn 
the costs it has levied on railroads. Freights 
are stalled in all parts of the three States. 
Scarcely a passenger train is moving north 
of Central South Dakota. Drifts miles long 
and from ten to thirty feet deep oppose the 
roads, Thousands of head of cattle are re- 
ported dying in Eastern South Dakota. 

Ashland, Wis., March 12.—It is rumored 
that numerous lives wer® lost in the great 
blizzard that swept the shore of Lake Su- 
merior last night. The storm came from the 
northwest, piling the ice fifty feet high on 
the Apostle Islands and other points on 
the south shore of the lake. The snow, al- 
ready four feet on the level in the extreme 
Northern Wisconsin pineries, is now six 
inches deeper, and it is estimated that the 
loss to loggers by the deep snow isa quarter 
of a million dollars.

KING GEORGE MAY QUIT HIS THRONE. 


Populace of Greece Has Never Entire- 
' ly Forgiven Him for Being of 
an Alien Race. 


Athens, March 12.—There seems to be but 
three ways out of the present difficulty. 
The most peculiar is that the powers must 
accept the offers of Greece to withdraw her: 
fleet from Cretan waters and allow her army 
of occupation to remain nominally under the 
coutrol of a foreign officer outranking Col. 
Vassos, to be used for the pacification of the 
island, and when that is accomplished a 
plebiscite shall decide whether the Cretans 
prefer annexation to autonomy. 

The second suggested solution is the coer- 
cion, real or seeming, of Greece by the block- 
ade of the Greek coasts as well as the Isiand 
of Crete. This would be a dangerous and 
difficult task. In the first place it would 
require an immense fleet of vessels, owing 
to the almost innumerable islands composing 
the Grecian Archipelago to make such a 
blockade effective. Besides, Greece's reply 
to this propositgon would probably be the 
lighting of the fires of war in Macedonia, 
the beginning of a conflagration which might 
spread all over Europe. 

he most dangerous spot on the map of 
Europe at present is the frontier of Thes- 
ealy. If Greece is coerced, or !f she does not 
obtain the eubstance of her demands, she is 
liable to force the hands of the powers, and 
this might be done in more ways than one, 
as by crossing the border, trying to raise the 
Balkans, and possibly bringing about the 
long contempleted dismemberment of the 
Turkish Empire. 

The third solution of this dangerous and 
dificult problem is contained in the renewed 
rumors that King Goorge of Greece may ab- 
dicate in favor of hf eldest son, Crown 
Prince Constantine, Duke ot Sparta, whose 
wife is the Princess Sophia of Prussia, sister 


 @f Emperor William of Germany. There 
- are many peo 


ple who believe that the King’s 
abdication would be the best means of clear- 
ing -P the situation. 

While the stand taken by King George in 
the present crisis has undoubtedly improved 
his position among the Greeks his abdication 
would be a popular step, as the populace has 
never quite forgiven the King for being a 
foreigner, while his sons, who were born in 
Greece, are regarded as being one with 
themselves. 

Crown Princess Is Jealous. 


The Crown Princess is known to be a trifle 
jealous of Prince George, the sailor Prince, 
eecond son of the King, whom Prince Con-

In any case, the war fever is apparently 
subsiding, due, no doubt, to the popular be- 
lief that an agreement may be reached be- 
tween the Greek and Turkish Governments 
directly for the settlement of the Cretan 
question without the intervention of the 
powers. This belief, however, does not pre- 
vail in diplematic circles, where it is said 
that the settlement can. be arrived at only 
through the powers. There is no doubt that 
the decrease’ in excitement here tends to 
present matters in a brighter light, for pop- 
ular clamor had a deal to do with the de- 
fiant position assumed by the Greek Gov- 


ernment. 

But there is no cessation of military activ- 
ity here or at Salonica. On both frontiers 
troops have occupied strategic positions, and 
reinforcements are being pushed forward 
might and day. 

The armed peasants on both sides are the 
most dangerous factors on the frontiers.

Reports from Points in Illinois Fore- 
tell the Smallest Area Ever Har- 
wested in the State.

1,470,000 arces were reported seeded, and if 
the estimate of damage is confirmed but 
682,000 acres will be left for harvest. In 
many counties the entire area seeded will 
be plowed up A reduction of the area 
seeded of a million acres, which is reported, 
leaves by far the smallest area ever har- 
vested in Illinois. 

Under the most favorable conditions from 
now on to harvest there is little reason to 
hope for more than 10,000,000 bushels yield 
in the State, which is not nearly enough to 
supply the home demand for consumption 
' and seed for the next year’s crop.

TO MAKE CUBANS FIGHT FOR HIM. 


Gen. Weyler Declares He Will With- 
draw Troops from Interior Unless 
Residents Organize Companies.

Havana, March 12, via Key West.—{[Copy- 
right, 1897.]—Confirming the announcement 
of Gen. Weyler’s proposed abandonment of 
Sancti Spiritus, which I exclusively an- 
nounced, El Comercio, the recognized organ 
of the Spanish volunteer corps here, re- 
produces extracts of a secret circular issued 
by the Captain-General to the military com- 
mandants in the central and western prov- 
inces, intimating that all the regular army 
posts how stationed in the interior cities 
and towns will be withdrawn unless the 
residents of each town are loyal to Spain, 
and local merchants and property-holders 
organize and maintain free of expense to 
the government volunteer and guerrilla 
forces of double the numerical strength of 
the troops of the line engaged in. garrison 
duty thereat. 

In the circular quoted Weyler also insists 
that the most important people of the place 
shall personally serve in such volunteer or 
guerrilla companies. The order apparently 
indicates that Gen. Weyler has decided to 
gradually mass his regular army forces at 
the fortified seacoast ports and to cease his 
present efforts to maintain isolated inland 
positions daily menaced by the enemy, with 
which it costs so much to keep up regular 
communications. 

José Ramon Boza, a naturalized Amer- 
ican, who is general freight and passenger 
agent for the Puerto Principe and Nuevitas 
railway, whose expulsion from Spanish terri- 
tory was recently ordered, embarked on the 
steamer Santa Domingo for New York yes- 
terday. He is a brother-in-law of ex-Presi- 
dent Esquival of Costa Rica, and was for- 
merly Superintendent of the government 
telegraph lines in that republic. 

Miguel Hauty Cespedoes of Puerto Prin- 
cipe, son of the Cuban ex-President, Carlos 
Manuel Cespedoes, with 260 other political 
suspects, was embarked on the Ciudad de 
Cadiz yesterday without trial. They were 
indefinitely confined in the fever-stricken 
Spanish penal settlements on the African 
coast. From the jail they were marched to 
the wharf in shackles through the principal 
streets of Havana, between double lines of 
troops, with fixed bayonets. The same 
steamer took 600 ill and wounded Spanish 
soldiers back to Spain. ; 

The American, Charles Scott, although de- 
clared innocent in the primary court, is still 
a prisoner. The military court at Guana- 
bacoa has preferred new charges against 
him. Another naturalized American, Au- 
gustus C. Betancourt, has been arrested 
here as a political suspect. Private dis- 
patches from Cardenas say that the case 
against the American citizen, Frank Lar- 
rieu, in the civil court there has been dis- 
missed. He remains in prison, however, 
awaiting special orders from Weyler direct- 
ing his expulsion. He owned a big sugar

Junta, today received a letter from Gen. Rius 
Rivera, who succeeded Gen. Antonio Maceo 
in the command of the forces of the insur- 
gent army in the western provinces of Cuba. 
The letter was conveyed to this city by a 
special envoy. It is dated ‘* Pinar del Rio, 
Feb. 24,’ and in part reade as follows: 

“T advise you that you need not fear for 
us in this campaign. It is near the terminal 
point. Our forces in this territory under 
my command are now occupying the strong- 
est positions. My troops have the advantage 
of the Spaniards because they are more ac- 
customed to the climate and are better sol- 
diers naturally. Every day we see the evi- 
dences of cowardice on the part‘’of the 
enemy. They dare not meet us in open bat-

‘We look for fight, but cannot find it. We 


are entirely in control of the province, and 
are well supplied with provisions. We are 
entirely safe, and can play a waiting game 
if it is necessary.”’

Washington, D. C., March 12.—Mrs. Ruiz, 
widow of the dentist who was found dead in 
his cell in Guanabacoa, Cuba, called at the 
State Department today and met Secretary 
Sherman.

They had returned 
from Montreal only after listening to the 
determined threats of the persons who had 
set out to find them and had traced.them to 
the Canadian city. 

Millington and Mrs. Dickerson returned to 
Newark on Wednesday night. The woman 
made as complete a confession on Thursday 
evening as Millington did this morning. 

Goes to Baptist Conference, 

When they left Newark Mr. Millington 
went ostensibly to attend a Baptist confer- 
ence, Mrs. Dickerson to visit a friend at 
Dover, N. J., Mrs. Bowlby, who had tele- 
graphed for her. Mrs. Bowlby said today 
she telegraphed Mrs. Dickerson to visit her 
at the request of Miss E!mira Cooper, No. 
585 Ingleside avenue, Evanston, li. The 
latter is the aunt and adopted mother of C. 
G. Dickerson, the woman's husband, and re- 
quested Mrs. Bowlby to use her efforts to 
effect a reconciliation between Mr. and Mrs. 
Dickerson. 

On Sunday night, Mrs. Bowiby said, she 
and Mrs. Dickerson discussed the matter, 
and the latter seemed more kindly disposed 
toward her husband than she had been for 
some time. She was told that if she would 
go to Chicago to live her husband would 
provide for her and the children, and caid 
but for the objections of her family she 
would have joined him long ago. 

Mrs. Dickerson is tall, of the blonde 
type, good-looking and well formed, and 
about 30 years old. She has two daughters, 
aged 14 and 8 years, who are now with her 
mother, Mrs. Ashford, and for nearly four 
years she has been separaced from her hus- 
band, who is in Chicago.

Millington’s Confession. 


In his confession to the deacons of the 
ohurch Mr. Millington admits that he left 
home with Mra, Dorothy Dickerson, who is 
separated from her husband, said to be now 
in Chicago, and who left her home the same 
day.

TROUBLE FOR POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Must Contest in Court for the Legality 
of Its Existence—Effort to Re- 
move Parker and Grant. 


New York, March 12. —[Special.]—It is pos- 
sible the courts may decidé that New York’s 
bi-partisan and quarrelsome Police Board 
has no constitutional license to exist. The 
board intended today to place Capt. William 
8. Devery on trial for alleged offenses fof 
which he had been indictedin the courts twice 
and acquitted. The Captain had different 
views and secured a writ of prohibition re- 
quiring the board to show why it should be 
permitted to try Devery on charges which 
have been passed upon by the courts. 

The board must also contend for the con- 
stitutionality of the law creating it, and for 
the validity of the board’s construction. 

Devery’s attorneys claim that the bi-parti- 
san law is unconstitutional, and, if constitu- 
tional, it has been violated, “‘ because more 
than two of the Commissioners belong to the 
same political party and were and are of the 
same political opinions on national issues, 
and more than two are of the same political 
opinions on State issues.”’ 

Wheeler H. Peckham and others, com- 
prising a committee of the City club, called 
upon Mayor Strong today and asked him to 
remove Police’ Commissioners Andrew D. 
Parker and Fred Dent Grant, upon the 
ground that they refuse to vote in the board 
for the trial of Chief of Police Conlin for 
insubordination. The Mayor said the charges 
would receive the proper consideration. 


DISOWNED SON COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Heir of Wealthy English Shipbuailder 
Marries an Actress, Is Driven from 
Home, and Dies in New York.

Elliott Charles Newton died in the War- 
wick Hotel from poison today, while the 
woman on whose account his milMNonaire 
father disowned him sat by, thinking he 
was only drurtk.

Carson, Nev., March 12.—After an hour’s 


wrangling between William A. Brady, rep- 
resenting James J. Corbett, and Martin Ju- 
lian, who looked out for the cause of Robert 
Fitzsimmons, the principals to the big mill 
agreed that what@ver interpretation the ref- 
eree would make as to the rules would be 
agreeable. The men met by appointment. 

Brady was cool and nonchalant through- 
out. He let Julian talk on in his nervous and 
erratic way, and then taking his  half- 
smoked cigar from his lips would, after 
blowing a wreath of smoke upward to the 
ceiling, slowly put forth a remark that 
would start Julian to going again. From 
first to last he stood by his original state- 
ment that he would be satisfied with what- 
ever the referee declared to be the rules. 
Siler maintained a silence that was only 
broken when some explanation was asked. 
Dan Stuart, with a beard of stunted growth, 
patches of gray intermixed with the brown, 
formed the extreme right of the quartet 
which were to settle whether the fight should 
take place or break up in a row five days be- 
fore the time set by the articles.

A strange light 
came into the steel blue eyes of Corbett’s 
manager, and he did not even stop to remove 
his cigar from his lips as he said: ‘“ If he 
had not hit in a clinch in the fifteenth round 
of the Choynski fight at Boston he would 
have been beaten.’’

Only Bone of Contention.’ 

The bone of contention, as I previously 
stated, was on the question of hitting in 
clinches with one arm free and on the 
breakaway. Rule 12 of the Marquis of 
Queensberry rules says “ the contest in oth- 
er respects to be governed by the revised 
rules of the London prize ring.” 

Hitting in clinches and on breakaways is 
permissible in London prize rules, and I, 
therefore, construed it In that manner. My 
construction on that point did mot suit Mr. 
Julian and he naturally argued against it. 
He claimed that Fitz had foftght and won 
all his battles without hitting in clinches or 
on breakaways, Also that Corbett had won 
the championship from John L. Sullivan at 
the same style of tighting and that he thought 
this fight should be contested on the same 
lines. 

Brady took the other stand and scored his 
points on the lines that the referee had been 
chosen in the time of signing the articles, 
knew his business, was conversant with all 
points of the rules, and that he, the referee, 
was the sole judge as to how the men should 
fight. He also cons!fdered the rules as laid 
down by me as being correct, and that Cor- 
bett was willing to fight under my rulings. 


Stuart and Siler Talk It Over. 


This led to a lengthy argument, during 
which Julian claimed it was not in my 
power to instruct the men as to how they 
should or should not fight, and said that 
Dan Stuart ought to have a voice in the 
matter. Stuart said he was not conversant 
with the rules, and thought Brady, Julian, 
and myself ought to fix up the trouble. I, 
of course, could not go back on my rulings, 
and stated so. It was then suggested that 
Stuart and I talk the matter ovér, which we 
did, and settled everything in about two 
minutes, which was that the men fight ac- 
cording to my instructions, which, I am 
pleased to state, was agreeable-to Julian. 

According to the agreement reached today 
the spectators will witness a battle royal. 
Breaking clear and without hitting in 
clinches makes a very pretty fight to look 
at providing the principals adhere to their 
agreement, but how often do they do it? 

Maher, in his last figkt with Fitz, agreed 
to that style of fighting, and broke his agree- 
ment several times during the contest, 
which lasted only a minute and a half. 

The conditions of the coming fight will do 
away with these technical and trivial fouls, 
and will, I hope, prove conclusively which 
is the better man.

In an Intermission between two speakers 
Bert Morphy was introduced and sang some 
campaign songs that took the crowd by 
storm. One, sung to the tune of ‘Marching 
Through Georgia,” ran as follows:

Chairman Smyth Defines Issues. 


Following the song Chairman Smyth said: 

*Fellow-Republicans: As the invitation 
you received stated, this is a meeting of the 
active workers of the general Republican 
organization of Chicago. It is not neces- 
sary to speak here of the great importance 
of the present contest. The issues that were 
fought and, we thought, settled last fall 
it seems are yet unburied. It has been the 
determination of the Republican party lead- 
ers and managers in Chicago to make this 
battle on municipal issues only. We think 
these issues sufficient’ to enlist -the active 
support of all loyal citizens, and we will en- 
deavor to maintain the contest on that 
basis.”’ 

Madden Urges the Battle. 


The Chairman then introduced Mariin B. 
Madden, who was greeted with applause. 
Mr. Madden spoke as follows: 

“We are about to enter upon an impor- 
tant contest. On you and your work depen@s 
the question how large sh&all be the Repub- 
lican majority on April6. When we are all 


a great and glorious victory. We have can- 
didates that are fearless, honest, able, and 
who will do their duty when elected. They 
have the confidence of the community, Every 
candidate on the ticket deserves the cordial 
support of all who want a clean govern- 
ment. 

‘Judge Sears has plainly announced his 
position.

Work shoulder to shoulder. Show your 
friends and neighbors the importance of 
keeping the city under a good Republican 
administration, and we can’t be beaten.”’ 
[Applause. } 


Magerstadt on Naturalization. 


E. J. Magerstadt said he was surprised to 
be called on to talk, but proceeded to give the 
Republican workers present pointers on the 
importance of the work of naturalization, 
work that is in charge of a committee of 
which Mr. Magerstadt is Chairman. He 
said 20.742 persons were naturalized to vote 
last fail, and he believed 20,000 of them 
voted the Republican ticket straight. The 
headquarters of his committee, he said, 
would be in the Boyce Building, where their 
office would be open from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until 5 in the afternoon. 


Congressman Lorimer Speaks. 


Congressman William Lorimer was the 
next speaker. He was introduced by Chair- 
man Smyth as “ our golden-haired states- 
man, our Cupid, Congressman William Lor- 
imer.”’ He spoke as follows: 

‘*Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Republicans: 
In the past it was customary about one week 
before election to assemble the workers of 
the party in some large hall in a central lo- 
eation to talk over the work of the cam- 
paign. That was done such a short time be- 
fore election day because it then took so 
long’ a time to get the orgdnization in shape 
and get the names and addresses of those 
that could be depended on to do the neces- 
sary work in every precinct. 

*“* But within the last two or three years 
the Republicans of this city have taken so 
much interest in the welfare of the party 
and its principles, they have a perfectly and 
permanently organized precinct club in ev- 
ery precinct in the city. It is no longer 
necessary to wait two or three weeks, and 
SO we are here tonight to confer on the meth- 
od- and system of carrying on our work. 

‘*There are good reasons for taking coun- 
sel together. We have more to do than 
simply elect the Republican. ticket. The 
outcome of this campaign, if we do our work 
well, probably means Republican success 
for the next twenty years at least. 


Depends on Congressional Work. 


“ Shorily after the election last fall every- 
body said the Republicans had returned to 
power for twenty years. That all depends 
on what the Republicans can do in the pres- 
ent Congress. The Democrats have been 
traveling the country over all winter ask- 
ing why prosperity doesn’t come. They 
have raised such a hue and cry some of the 
Congressmen are beginning to wonder if the 
people meant what they said when they 
voted, as they did vote, overwhelmingly, for 
a protective tariff. {Applause.}] If Chi- 
cago should by any chance go Democratic 
on April 6, particularly if national issues 
are projected into the campaign, there are 
many men in Congress who will say the 
people are already changing their minds. 

“The Senate is not in control of the Re- 
publicans, but if the people make their 
wishes felt will allow the passage of a tariff 
measure. If such a tariff bill is not passed 
by this Congress, two years from now a 
Democratic Congress will be returned, for 
if the tariff is not remedied the prosperity 
that has been promised will notcome. Four 
years hence a Democratic administrat‘on 
will be elected if the present administration 
dg not enabled to fulfill ite pledges to the 

ple. That is why it is necessary to pre- 
vent the impression going abroad the people 
are g their minds. 


Touching the Mayoralty. 


“The gentlemen sitting in this hall can 
elect the next Mayor. [{Applause.} You 
started out in 1804 to Wine out ballot-stuffing 
and insure honest elections and fair re- 
turns. To you men sitting here is due the 
credit for the fact that honest elections 
are now had in this city. You can elect the 
next Mayor, and you will doit. [Cheers and 
applause.] 

“It is not necessary for me to instruct 
you how to canvass a precinct, or look after 
the registration of voters, or those who have 
removed from one address to another. You 
know what work needs to be done, and if 
each one of you does his duty we will have a 
majority of at least 50,000, as my friend 
MadGcen has said.” (Applause.} 

Mr. Lorimer then spoke of the need for 
campaign funds, and the organization of 
committees to canvas to raise funds. He

A scene cxtremely spirited in action fol- 
lowed the conclusion of Mr. Walker's effort.

The delegates seated were declared reg- 
ular and the officers were made permanent. 

William Joyce, Joseph Beifeld, Frank W. 
Merchant, William F. Hellman, and L. Cc. 
Dekroft were appointed a Committee on 
Resolutions and they retired. During their 
absence calls were made upon several men 
to speak, but the only cne to respond was 
Adolph Moses who said: ‘‘ The time has 
eome to throw off party allegiance and 
drive out the bad men who have been our 
bosses.”’ 

In ten minutes the committee returned, 
and Mr. Beifeld read the platform. 


Text of the Platform. 


The text of the platform foHows: 

“This convention, représenting voters of 
all parties; who, while disagreeing on na- 
tional questions, are of one accord as to the 
proper method of managing municipal af- 
fairs, hereby adopts the tcHowing declara- 
tion of principles: 

“ That this isa campaign of municipal re- 
form, and not a contest invoiving national 
issues. For this reason the delegates here 
assembled are opposed to the Gaiscuasion of 
any question during the campaign except 
such as pertains to the business of local gov- 
ernment. 

“The old parties, contrciied by machine 
politicians, have nominated machine tickets, 
and have already parceled out the offices 
without any regard whatever to the weliare 
of the public. The machines cannot be re- 
lied on to give the city good government, as 
they exist merely for the purpose of forward- 
ing the interests of private individuals. They 
are opposed’*to the best interests of the peo- 
ple, and should: be utterly repudiated at the 
polls. 

Independents vs. Machine Men. 


‘The delegates to this convention belleve 
in honest municipal government, and are of 
the opinion that the only way to secure such 
government is to place tried and reputable 
men at the head of the city administration. 
Men nominated by machines cannot be inde- 

endent, for they could not have been nom- 
nated unless they@had pledged themselves 
to obey the machine. 

‘** Business administration of municipal af-

‘We appeal to the voters of Chicago to 
cast aside party feeling and place Chicago 
in the hands of an administration pledged 
to municipal reform and pledged to carry out 
the will of the people in its entirety.

reorganization of the city departments on a 
practical business basis. We believe in the 
eight-hour system, but we insist that the 
eight hours shall be hours of activity and 
industry. In the opinion of this convention 
the practical administration of Chicago 
could be improved to a great degree if the 
public service, even with its present limited 
finances, were conducted on sound business 


principley 
As to Civil Service Law. 

‘“‘ We believe in the enforcement of the civil 
service law in letter and spirit, and we are 
of the opinion that the system should be ex- 
tended so as to include every employé of the 
city. We desire to go on record as being of 
the opinion that much credit is due to the 
present city administration for the steps 
which it has taken in the matter of enforc- 
ing the civil service law. 

‘“* We believe that personal desires should 
have no place in the administration of city 
affairs and that public officials should be 
guided in their actions solely by such in- 
fiuences as make for the public good. 

‘** We insist on perfect honor and honesty 
in the carrying out of all contracts, and have 
no Hesitation in saying that the city loses 


.annually hundreds of thousands of dollars 


by neglect on the part of public officials to 
enforce the provisions of contracts. 

“ We believe Inthe best and cheapest street 
car service, and we are of the opinion that all 
street car and other franchise ordinances 
should be drawn in such a way that thé citi- 
zens shall receive an adequate return for 
the privileges granted to corporations. 

Censure Assessment System. 


“ While the question of assessments is not 
a matter which the municipal administration 
can deal with directly, * is a matter which 
pertains tO municipal government, and we 
therefore take this opportunity to condemn 
the present dishonest system of assessments 
and deciare our belief that all citizens should 
unite to bring about the abolition of this 
wretchedly bungling system of levying 


taxes. 
_ ** We believe in clean streets rfect 
walianhen service.

** We believe it to be the duty of the city 
administration to resolutely uphold the em- 
loyés of all departments who devote their 
Onest energy to the performance of duty. 
“We believe, furthermore, that no effort 
should be spared to place every branch of the 
public service in a condition suitable to the 
needs and wants of Chicago. 


Bill of Personal Rights. 


*‘Chicago is a cosmopolitan city, havin 
within its boundaries representatives o 


every nationality in the world. These peo- 


ple have their rights, and we.do not believe 
in any legislation which seeks to make a 
crime of the habits and customs of any class 
of citizens. We believe in the fullest rights 
of the individual; and are opposed to sumptu- 
ary and blue-law legislation. We are em- 
phatically opposed to the public exhibition 
of vice in any form, and believe it to be the 
duty of the city administration to eradicate 
all degrading and disgusting exhibitions 
which tend to injure the morals of the com- 
munity. 

‘“*We favor the extension of the city elec- 
tric light plant wherever possible. We are 
also of the opinion that greater energy 
might be shown ip the elevation of railroad 
tracks. 

“The city water service is constantly im- 
proving and we are glad to note the efforts 
ef the present administration in this particu- 
ar. 


Good Roads and Bicycles. 


“The condition of our streets not one 
of which we ought to be proud. In the main 
they are poorly paved, rarely repaired, and 
often a-menace and danger to those who 
use them. [In the last few years the use of 
the bicycle has become almost general. The 
pleasure of wheeling, however, has been 
very much. interfered with by reason of the 
condition of our streets and at times the 
almost impassable state of our bridges. We 
ms at by that a decently energetic city ad- 
ministration could remedy this. condition 
of affairs and place the streets and bridges 
in such shape that the persons who use 
bicycles could do so without danger to life 
and limb.

THAT PLATFORM WORRIES DEMOCRATS 


Carter H. Harrison and His Associates 
Confer, but Adjourn Without 
Definite Action. 


Walpole Wood. 


Carter H. Harrison and the other Demo- 
cratic nominees for city offices had a con- 
ference at the Tremont House yesterday 
morning, but adjourned until this afternoon 
without accomplishing anything more than 
to agree that Charlies Thornton should be 
Chairman of the Campaign committee. 

It is understood to be Mr. Harrison’s idea 
to make this committee a large one, proba- 
bly 100, but the trouble lies in getting the 
100 together. He wishes to get on the com- 
mittee a number of the gold Democrats, but 
up to date he has met with no success. His 
sole recruit is Adolph Kraus, who is closely 
connected with the Harrison family in busi- 
ness enterprises. 

The fact he had come out for the ticket 
was, however, heralded at Democratic 
headquarters yesterday and used as basis for 
the statement the honest money Democrats 
were breaking their backs to get in line for 
the ticket. 

It is doubtful, however, if Mr. Harrison 
ean fill up his committee as he wishes or 
would be allowed to by the Populist and free 
silver shouters. These latter are claiming 
the right to take charge of his campaign 
and have already parceled out the offices 
among themselves in anticipation of a vic- 
tory. 

In the meantime the managers of the 
Harrison campaign are having trouble in 
keeping the rank and file of the Populists 


-and free silverites in line on account of the 


ambiguous wording of the Turner Halli plat- 
form. They had been promised a wide-open 
16 to 1 declaration and a lot of other things, 
including a plank in favor of municipal 
control of street railways and gas com- 
panies, and are suspicious and angry be- 
cause they were not forthcoming. 

Dr. Taylor and Chris O’Brien came out 
yesterday and assured their followers they 
ought to be well satisfied with what they 
had got, but as Dr. Taylor expects to be 
Health Commissioner and Chris O’Brien 
Superintendent of Streets, their assurances 
are looked on with some doubt.

one glance and made for Box 23 again. This 
time he sent in a ‘* 3-11,” which brought a 
total of eighteen engines’ to th e scene, 


Chief Swente Sees the Peril. 


Chief. Bwenie was on’ the scene by this 
time and he took up the work where Musham 
left off. The chief did not like the men- 
acing aspect of the fire. Every few mo- 
ments a sudden torrent of fame would roll 
out of a top floor and sweep aimost across 
the street. This was the danger—the possi- 
bility of contiguous buildings being ignited. 

Chief Swenie sent in a cali ror ten aadition- 
al engines, ordered the fireboat into service, 
and piaced a water tower where it would do 
good execution in Michigan avenue. 


Spectacular Scenes. 


The chiet had hardly.gotten his forces 
arranged when the fire assumed a highly 
spectacular appearance. In the building at 
No. GY Michigan avenue was stored an im- 
mense quantity of canned goods. There 
was a sudden popping, which sounded like 
the discharge of a iot of fireworks. 

Big streamers of flame shot high in the 
air and then broke into millions vf sparks. 
These descended in the shape of fiery 
cinders, causing a scattering of the crowds 
which had gathered in the vicinity. 

Again there would be an upheaval of burn- 
ing débris, as if there had been a heavy ex- 
plosion, though no sound preceded the dis- 
p.ay. The mass of fire would mingle for a 
moment with the steam from the heavy 
streams, lighting -up the sky for blocks 
around. 

Chief Swenie. was firmly convinced that 
the fire had reached a stock of fireworks, 
but Secretary Delaware of the company in- 
sisted there was not a dollar’s worth of fire- 
works in any of the buildings, and explained 
the explosion by stating the noises were 
due to the explosions of the cans. 


Spreads to the Main Building. 


The firemen made a strong effort to con- 
fine the worst of the fire to the Michigan 
avenue frontage, but they were unsuccess- 
ful. The blaze steadily ate its way across 
the two upper floors until it reached the 
main building in Lake street. The top 
floor was used for packing purposes, and 
was filled with excelsior and other combusii- 
ble material which seemed to defy the 
streams which wore turned upon it. 

In Lake street two Siamese streams, each 
of which requires from six to ten men to 
hold it, were léveled at the upper windows 
and an enormous volume of water was 
poured on the blage. In the rear the big 
streams from the fireboat played .on the 
same floors, but it was two hours before the 
firermen could observe that their work was 
having the slightest effect. 


Two firemen Injured. 


Two firemen were slightly injured Curing 
the fire. They were: 

Pipeman Luke Hayes of truck company 
No. 6, hands cut by falling glass. 

Pipeman Quirk of engine company No. 31, 
sprained leg due to falling on the ice. 

Several other firemén were at one time “ 
placed in a perilous position on one of the 
fire escapes on the ichigan avenue side, 
but they held on and were quickly taken 
from their dangerous position. They were 
Lieut. Sullivan and Truckmen Foley, Mul- 


_laney, and Miller of truck company No. 9, 


and Capt. Conway, and Pipemen Erets, Tim- 
mons, and Sean engine company No. 32. 
Pipeman Tonyonger of engine company No. 
40 alone held a stream from the top of an 
extension ladder near the fire escape. 


Risk Their Lives. 


The McCormick Building escaped complete 
destruction only by a hair’s breadth. It 
was saved by the daring of Engine Company 
No. 32 and a number of truckmen, who risked 
their lives by going into the basement where 
the fire had taken a foothold. 

It only took about three minutes to stamp 
out the basement fire, but the firemen were 
giad when they once more struck the street. 
Had the floors caved in, they would have per- 
ished like ratsin a trap. 

The Toiman Fish house in Michigan ave- 
nue is almost a complete loss. The coffee 
mill is not seriously damaged. The books 
and papers of the company, which were kept 
on the first and second floors of the Lake 
street frontage, escaped injury. 

The Tolman company was organized in 1872 
by John A. Tolman, F. A. Brayme, and F. A. 
Tolman. Until 1884 the concern occupied a 
building at the corner of Lake street and 
Wabash avenue, but in that year they moved 
to the building which was burned last night. 
A year later the concern was incorporated, 
with John A. Tolman as President and A. 8. 
Delaware as Secretary. 

History of the Building. 

A two-story frame building occupied the 
site of the McCormick Building previous to 
the great Chicago fire. It was occupied by 
a saloon and sailors’ boarding-house. The 
entire block facing Michigan avenue be- 
tween Water and Lake streets was occupied 
by this structure. It was destroyed by fire 
and was replaced with the five-story Mc- 
Cormick Building. 

Among the'early tenants of the McCormick 
Block #was the -large wholesale grocery firm 
of Farrington & Schmal, which afterwards 
became S. P. Farrington & Co. This firm 
was located in the corner store in 1882 or 1883. 
John A. Tolman & Co. succeeded to the loca- 
tion. 

The store occupied by Sanborn & Chase 
was first leased by H. A. Cone & Co., whole- 
sale clothiers.

OPPOSE TAX ON THE WEED 


CIGAR INTERESTS UNITE TO CHANGD 
THE DINGLEY BILL. 


International Union, Manufacturers, 
and Im porters to Make Common 
Cause and Send Representatives to 
Washington—Tariff on Leaf Tobac- 
co with No Changes on Its Prod- 
ucts Causes Objection—G. W. Per- 
Kins and John Lynch in the Fight. 


The International Cigarmakers’ Union, 
cigar manufacturers, and cigar importers 
are preparing to make a concerted attack 
on the Dingley bill which proposes an in- 
crease in the import duty on leaf tobacco 
while leaving the duty on imported cigars 
at the present rate. The fight will be led 
by George W. Perkins, President of the In- 
ternational Union, who made a successful 
fight at Washington three years ago and 
is credited with knocking out objectionable 
provisions in the original draft of the Wil- 
son bill. 

The objections to the Dingley bill, in its 
present form, are based on the belief that 
its provisions would work a serious hard- 
ship on both the workmen and the manu- 
facturer. It is pointed out that the Dill 
provides for an increase in the duty on im- 
ported fillers from 35 to 65 cents a pound, 
and on wrappers from $1.50 to $2 a pound. 
This would increase the cost of manufactur- 
ing cigars from imported tobacco, it is assert- 
ed, at léast $7 a thousand. If the duty on im- 
ported cigars remains at the old figures the 


‘workmen and the manufacturers agree it 
‘would certainly tend to reduce wages of 


American.cigarmakers and cut the profits of 

American manufacturers, while the foreign 

manufacturers would reap a benefit. 
Protest Already Filed. 

A protest has already been forwarded to 
Washington and it will be followed by an 
experienced lobby, which will bé maintained 
by the cigarmakers. 

Local cigarmakers’ unions will agsist in 
the fight in every. Congresefonal district in 
the United States through their representa- 
tives at Washington. The manufacturers, 
who are more interested, though not so well 
organized as the workmen, will work in 
harmony with the officials of the inter- 
national union. 

Three years ago, when the fight was made 
against the Wilson bill, the union men spent 
$5,000 to defeat the proposition to decrease 
the duty on both the leaf tobacco and im- 


ported cigars and to increase the internal » 


revenue on cigars. 

Both the union men and the manufactur- 
ers believe there will be little difficulty in 
securing a satisfactory change in the new 
bill when once the machinery of opposition 
is set in motion, 

John Lynch of the cigar manufacturing 
firm of Lynch & Carpenter, an ex-member 
of the Cigarmakers’ Union, assisted in the 
fight — the Wilson bill, and he will be 
selected again to go to Washington in com- 
pany with President Perkins. 

What President Perkins Says. 
President Perkins said last night: 
‘‘Opposition to the bill is consistent, for 

the reason that it is impossible to grow the 
particular grades of tobacco in this country 
which are produced in Cua and Sumatra, 
both of which are necessary to the manu- 
facture of high-grade cigars. If the tariff 
were twice as high as proposed it could not 
keep a pound of it out of the country. 

“The only saving feature of the bill is 
that it will’ produce an increased revenue. 
But the increase will be all out of propor- 
tion to the hardship to American cigar- 
makers and manufacturers. 

‘‘Cigarmaking is the twelfth largest in- 
dustry in this country. One hundred thou- 
sand skilled workmen are employed in the 
business, and: the annual value of the 
product amounts to $129,000,000. The ques- 
tion involved is not one of taxing a luxury. 
It means the .crippling of an immense in- 
dustry.’’ 


BUILDERS LOOK FOR A MAY STRIKE. 


Unions Disposed to Abandon the Rule 
Pledging Work for Members of Em- 
ployers’ Associtatioas Only. 


Local labor leaders and employers of labor 
in the bullding trades look forwardtoa great 
general strike in early May. Sitrangely 
enough the question at ihe root of the 
trouble is not one of wages. It arizes from 
the action of several of the largeest unions 
in the building trades in refusing to ccn- 
tinue the agreement with the *bosses’ asso- 
ciations which provides that no member of 
a union shall work for a contractor who is 
not a member of the employers’ association 
of his trade. 

There are four big bosses’ associations 
which have practical control of the building 
business in Chicago. These associations 
have been built up and fostered by the 
unions, who refused to permit their mem- 
bers to work for men not affiliated with the 
associations. 

Many contractors preferred to remain out- 
side the associations to escape payment of 
dues and union wages. The expense and 
trouble of whipping such men into line has 
always been borne by the unions, the latter 

’ The union men gay they are tired of 
this. 

The bricklayers, after working in harmony 
with their bosses under the rule, recently 
kicked over the traces, and the two organi- 
zations are now at loggerheade. 

The hod carriers and plasterers are quar- 
reling with their bosses over the same ques- 
tion. The’plumbers are also involved in like 
trouble, and the carpenters’ unions are now 
voting on the question. Five have knocked 


out the rule.

Josephine Was cut off with less than $25. 
“I will not prosecute the girl, even if I 
learn that she shot me,” Mrs. Bragg said 
to Detectives McGuige and McCarthy.

pistol and clear up this mystery.” 


Girl’s Parentage Disclosed. 


Then she told them that the parents of the 
the girl were Mr. and Mrs. E. J. Parker of 
Lynn, Mass. 

“* If the father hears of his daughter’s trou- 
ble he will come here and I will want to meet 
him. Her father and mother deceived me 
about her when I took her, an infant, from 
the pillow.”’ 

Lieut. Bonfield said, however, that the 
father was H. L. and not E. J. Parker. 

“I saw his picture today, taken when he 
was commander of the Lynn Yacht*club. 
Her mother came here in 1804 and begged 
to see the girl, if only.at a distance. But 
Mrs. Bragg sent Josephine away from home, 
fearing that she would be kidnaped.

Dramatic Scene in Hospital.

The placing of that pistol 
on the cupboard, the moving of the turni- 
ture, were suspicious. Strange, very 
strange.’ 

Then she ased for her lawyer. _He came 
and Josephine was without fortur@ in future 
store. Mrs. Bragg could not see, but de- 
termination guided her hand into affixing 
a firm signature to the new will. 

Fro the hospital Mr. Bowers drove the 
girl té the flat to get some papers Mrs. Bragg 
wanted. Among them were two insurance 
policies on her life for’ $2,000 and $2,500, 
taken out in the Royal Union and Mutual 
Life companies, of date Jan. 1, 1597. Mrs. 
Bragg had haggled about paying the first 
premium, and only six days before she was 
shot gave a note at thirty days for 
amount. Josephine found the papers on open- 
ing a trunk, from which Mr. Bowers took 
away a.lot of silverware. The diamonds 
the woman owned are safe as collateral in 
the hands of down-town brokers. 


Climbs to the High Shelf. 


Up to the high shelf where the pistol had 
been hidden Josephine climbed nimbly and 
without hesitation to get something she 
wanted. 

Josephine talked to the reporters cheer- 
fully. She did not seem to believe Mrs. 
Bragg had made another will, cutting her 
off. if she did believe it, the fact that she 
had been so treatéd worried her not, so far 
as observation went. She went about the 
rooms straightening things up or waiting 
on Mr. Bowers. She saw the “ Confessions 
of Harry Haywood ” on a table. 

‘‘One of mamma’s books,’ she said. “I 
never read that kind of books.”’ 

In all her trouble the girl's face did not 
betray anxiety as to the future. 

Cast off by the woman all her days known 
as mother; assured of disinheritance; stand-, 
ing in the shadow of suspicion of having 
committed an awful crime, she had given no 
outward sign of sorrow. 


Things Scottish Her ideal, 


If the girl had one love above another in 
her young life it was a love of things Scot- 
tish. The songs of Burns, the tales of Scott 
were her dearest possessions. She could 
rave over kilts d plaids as other girls 
would over new ‘bonnets or pretty jewels. 
A skillf pianist and a good singer, no 
tones were so clear to her as the music of the 
bagpipes, on which she was also proficient. 
The Highland fling was perfected grace to 
her and she danced it well herself. The 
legends of the clan MacGallagher—her foster 
mother’s original maiden name—were a re- 
ligion to her. 

‘* Did you ever think, Miss Josie,”’ said a 
reporter for THE TRIBUNE to her, “‘ that as 
Mrs. Bragg is not your mother you are not 
a Scotch lassie at ali?’’ 

‘*I never did, but it’s so, isn’t it,”” was her 
reply. And the expression that stole over 
her face was one of sorriest disappointment. 

From the fiat Josephine was driven back 
to the hospital, where the papers were given 
to Mrs. Bragg. Then she was taken to the 
Stanton Avenue Station. After a short 
talk with Lieut. Bonfield, in which the girl 
yielded not one whit, she was told she was 
free. She said ‘“‘ Thank you,’’ and, accom- 
panied by Mr. Bowers, was again driven 
away. Mr. Bowers said he would find a 
quiet place where the girl willenot be dis- 
turbed for a while. 

‘‘T will finish my course at high school,” 
said Josephine before leaving the police. 
“Then I will go to Wellesley College and 
prepare myself for teaching.’’

Patrick Brenock, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Chicago, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence, No. 587 West Monroe stréet, aged 83 
years.

Mr. Brenock was one of. the best known 
residents on the West Side. He had livedat

This is the question that ts puzzling the 
brain of Lieut. Bonfield and several of his 
detectives at the Stanton Avenue Station. 

This latest mystery, coming on the heels 
of the shooting of Mrs. Bragg and the dis- 
covery of bombs on the doorstep of a quartet 
of Lake evenue residents, has caused the 
hair of the big lieutenant to turn gray. 

Ellen Corday, in company with her sister, 
Mrs. William Bowman, lives at No. 3150 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, where they treat corns, 
bunions, and ingrowing toe nails, and inci- 
dentally conduct a dressmaking and millin- 
ery business. 


Threatened to Kill Her. 


Late on Thursday night 
rushed into the Stanton Avenue Station and 
told Lieut. Bonfield she wanted a warrant 
for William Bowman on a charge of threats 
to kill. Upon being questioned the woman 
said she had been informed by the spirits 
that Bowman was about to kill her, but she 
said she did not know the address of the 
man Bowman, nor anything of him further 
than what had been told by the spirits. 

She was directed to the house of Justice 
Wallace, to whom she told her story. That 
officiai issued a peace warrant for the mys- 
terious William Bowman. The woman was 
also provided with a blank subpcena, pre- 
sumably for the purpose of summoning into 
court as a witness the wise spirit from whom 
she had received her information. 

Armed with these papers Miss Corday 
again visited the police station, and the war- 
rant was placed in the hands of Detectives 
Hartman and McAuliffe for service. Miss 
Corday was unable to tell where Bowman 
could be found and then made the state- 
ment that she was in a hypnotic state and 
would have to consult the spirits again be- 
fore Bowman could be discovered, 

Light om the Subject. 

The matter was let drop until yesterday 
morning, when Detective Londeck was sent 
to the woman's home. There he met her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Bowman, and learned the William 
Bowman named in the warrant was Miss 
Corday’s brother-in-law. 

To Detective Londetk she denied all knowl- 
edge of the warrant and said she did not re- 
member visiting the police station or the 
house of the Justice. Mrs. Bowman then 
volunteered the information that her sister 
had been under the spell of some hypnotist 
for three days and unless she was speedily 
relieved she would die. 

** Well, how will we relieve her?” inquired 
the officer. 

** By finding the man who has her in con- 
trol,’’ was the reply. 

** How can I do that?’ was asked. 

**She will tei you.’’ 

All this time Miss Corday was seated ata 
table writing rapidly. Her sentences were 
incoherent and the writing was in a large, 
scrawling hand, entirely different from her 
usual style of writing. She said she had 
been writing continually for two days and 
had been unable to sleep. She said she was 
unable to cease writing, but could not ex- 
plain the force which impelled her. 


Uneertain as to Number. 


When asked where the hypnotist could be 
found the spirit got somewhat mixed and 
instructed Miss Corday to write Nos. 1211, 
2111, 1112, and 1221 Michigan avenue. Lon- 
deck visited these numbers, but without suc- 
cess, and returned to the station. 

Last night Miss Corday was seen at her 
home. She said she had been relieved from 
the hypnotic spell by a specialist in Michi- 
gan avenue, whose name and address both 
she and her sister refused to give. She said 
she had no idea how she came under the 
spell and remembered nothing that oceurred 
during the last three days. She appeared 
weak as a result of her experience and was 
anxious to avoid notoriety. 

When Liettt. Bonfield was asked about the 
matter he shook his head and looked very 
wise. 

‘We have hdd several experiences with 
those sisters,’’ he said. ‘* Last summer one 
of them swore out warrants for two actresses 
playing at the Oxford Theater. Detective 
McCarthy accompanied the complainant to 
the theater and she pointed out two women 
on the stage. They were taken to the man- 
ager’s office, but the complainant said she 
could not identify them unless she could see 
their corns. The corns were exposed to 
view. and when this was jone the.complain- 
ant said they were not the persons wanted. 
I have been suspicious of the sisters ever 


since.”’ 
CITY MUST PAY SOMB TUNNEL EXTRAS 


Supreme Court Decides in Favor of 
Weir, MeKechney & Co.—Commis- 
sioner Downey’s Opinion. 


The City of Chicago, in a decision rendered 
by the Supreme Court at Ottawa yesterday, 
loses its case in the suit of Weir, McKvechney 
& Co. for extras supplied in building the 
northwest water tunnel. The Supreme 
Court sustains the dpinion of the Appellate 
Court that the contractors are entitled to 
$2 a cubic foot for all rock excavated inside 
the lines of the tunnel» in addition to the 
regular price a lineal foot for building the 
tunnel. As a result the city will be obliged 
to pay something like $300,000 in extras for 
completing the tunnel. 

Weir, McKechney & Co. announced yes- 
terday morning that they would begin work 
on the tunnel at once and push it until it 
was completed. 

Commissioner of Public Works Downey 
said: 

“ Well, I’m glad it is settled and.that the 
contractors have agreed to go on with the 
work. The decision may possibly mean an 
additional expense of something like $300,000 
to the city in building the northwest water 
tunnel. In Secs. 2 and 3,the line of the tun- 
nel runs almost exclusively through rock. 
Under the decision the increase in the cost 
of completing Sec. 3 will reach $90,000. If 
the claims made for extrag by Contractor 
Joseph Duffy for Sec. 2 are allowed by the 
courts it will mean an additional outlay of 
$259,000. Duffy’s claim will never be allowed 
until the courts have passed on it.

The funniest caucus of all is that of the 
Democrats, which will be held in the after- 
‘moon in the chamber of the House. When 
ex-Mpeaker Crisp died he let fall his mantle 
on no one Democrat, and since then nalfa 
dozen have been striving for recognition as 
the leader. The battle will be fought out in 


the caucus tomorrow afternoon. The nomi-. 


nation for Speaker is an empty honor in one 
Way, and yet is of vast importance in oth- 
ers.-. The nominee of the caucus can claim to 
be the floor leader of the opposition during 
all the next two years, and this is of im- 
mense importance to the political prospects 
of every ambitious Democrat. The minor- 
ity in the House is singularly deficient in 
men out of whom to make good leaders. 
There is not a single one of dominating 
influence, and certainly not one who ap- 
proaches in any way the necessary qual- 
ities of Crisp.

Young Bailey is by far the most intel- 
ligent of the-three. He is a typical South- 
western statesman, and a boy oraior to 
boot. He is only 34 years cf age, and from 
his smooth face, his black slouch hat, long 
frock coat, and expanse of shirt bosom, re- 
minds one forcibly of the late candidate for 
the Presidency during his palmy days in 
the House. Young Bailey is not so brilliant 
an orator as Bryan, but he is possessed of 
far more legal ability and is perfectly at 
home on the floor. When he broke into Con- 
gress a few years ago he consulted old Judge 
Culberson, Speaker Crisp, and one or two 
other Democratic leaders as to how he 
should conduct himself. 

Culberson, who is one of the shrewdest 
lawyers in the “House, and who makés most 
of his speeches by proxy, supplying ali his 
friends with learned arguments, took balley 
aside and said to him: “ See here, young 
man,-nobody makes a success in Congress 
who hasn't a hobby. Study one out for your- 
self and then ride it at all times, and in the 
end you will make a winning race.”’ 

Balley looked over the field, studied the 
faiosyncrasies of other members, and at last 
decided that he would make a specialty of 
the Constitution. From that day to this 
he has done little else. At every available 
opportunity Bailey puts in his oar with a 
constitutional argument, and what he does 
not know about the document formulated 
by the fathers is not worth knowing. 

Naturally enough he was intensely jeal- 
ous of Bryan, for two boy orators in the 
same Housé at the same time could not pos- 
sibly agree. Builey was disgusted at the 
result at Chicago, because,he rated at their 
true worth the flashy cratorical qualities of 
his Nebraskan rival. Nevertheless he went 
into the campaign in Texas and helped to 
pile up the tremenous majority which 
sealed the political fate of Mrs. Hetty Green’s 
young son.

It is among the probabilities that in his 
future walks.the President may be accom- 
panied by a big dog which was presented to 
him at the White House today. 

A magnificent specimen of the St. Bernard, 
Moscow by name, has taken more blue rib- 
bons at bench shows in the last two or three 
years than half a dozen other animals of the 
same species, and because of his being so 
conspicuous in the dog world his owner 
thought he would be a suitabie present for 
President McKinley. Accordingly he called 
at the White House this forenoon, accom- 
panied by his four-footed friend, and there 
was no hesitancy on the part of the door- 
keeper, Loeffler, about showing the owner 
and his dog into the Cabinet room. Once in- 
side thgt historic apartment Moscow 
stretch himself out full length at the foot 
of the chair occupied by the President, and 
was proceeding to make himself perfectly at 
home when Maj. McKinley came from his 
office to inspect him. 

The dog seemed to know by instinct that 
the President was to be his future owter, 
for he arose with dignity and ambled over 
toward the desk, and when the President 
patted him on the head made friends at once 
by licking the outstretched hand of the 
Chief Magistrate. Thus a friendship was 
establisked between the President and his 
four-footed visitor which is ‘net likely to be 
terminated far some time to come, and with 
such a bodyguard when he takes his waiks 
abroad in the future it will not be necessary 
for Maj. McKinley to be surrounded by ce- 
tectives or policemen. Moscow is an im- 
ported St. Bernard with a pedigree a yard 
long, and is known to all frequenters of 
bench shows in the East and West as one of 
the finest specimens of this class of ani- 
mals ever owned here or abroad.

Exaggerated reports have been scattered 
broadcast concerning the wealth of the 
Cabinet surrounding President McKinley 
with a view to creating the impression that 
millionaires are the principal advisors of the 
President of the United States. An inquiry 
was made in regard to this subject today 
among those who are supposed to be pos- 
sessed of information 1n regard to the finan- 
cial condition of the Cabinet, and there does 
not seem to be any good reason for the claim 
that multi-millionaires constitute a majority 
of the official household of President Mc- 
Kinley. 

Probably the richest member of the Cabi- 
net is the Secretary of State, and his wealth 
has been estimated at res ranging from 
$2,000,000 to $5,000,000. ost of his property 
is in real estate contjguous to Washington, 
and a good deal of it was purchased et acre 
prices and is now being held for subdivision 
into city lots. One of the most valuable 
holdings of the Secretary of State at Wash- 
ington is a tract of land at the base of the 
hill leading to Mount Pleasant, which he 
purchased many years ago for 10 cents a 
foot. This land is now held at $3 a square 
foot, and is considered one of the most 
valuable tracts at the national capital. 

Next to the Secretary of State comes 
Secretary of War Alger. The figures of his 
personal and real estate holdings approxi- 
mate a couple of million dollars. There have 
been all sorts of stories afloat to the effect 
that Secretary Alger was a millionaire ten 
or fifteen times over, but when sifted down 
to hard pan the figures given are much 
nearer a correct estimate. 

Postmaster-General Gary is considered 
one of the wealthiest men in Maryland, and 
if all his holdings could be turned into ready 
cash he would probably clean up a million 
dollars. He is connected with a number of 
business institutions at Baltimore, and the 
bulk of his fortune was made in the cotton 
duck industry. The firm with which he is 
connected has factories in Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania, and Missouri, where this product 
is turned out, 

A great ‘many people have confounded 
Secretary Bliss of the Interior Department 
with one of the members of the firm of Mor- 
ton, Bliss & Co., the New York bankers, 
and his wealth has been tomputed as high 
as $20,000,000. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, Mr. Bliss is a-successful merchant in 
New York, and if he were to dispose of all 
his holdings. tomorrow he would be pretty 
well satisfied with a slice af money agegre- 
gating three-quarters of a million dollars. 
Thus it will be seen that four of the eight 
members of the Cabinet may be able to 
muster between them in the neighborhood 
of ten millions of dollars, and that is giving 
the outside limit on their holdings. 

Attorney-General McKenna of California 
is known to have some property fnom which 
he gets a pretty good income, but it is doubt- 
ful if he could muster much over a hundred 
thousand dollars if a demand were made 
upon him. 

It is a matter of public notoriety in his 
own State of Massachusetts that Secretary 
Long of the Navy Department will not have 
much outside of his salary to keep him com- 
fortable at Washington. Since he left Con- 
gress he has been intrusted with several 
important lawsuits, which returned him 
good fecs, but he has not been enabled to 
lay aside any great,amount of money, and 
probably $50,000 would cover all his hold- 
ings outside of the salary he'is to receive 
from Uncle Sam. 

Secretary Gage of the Treasury Depart- 
ment is comfortably fixed in this world’s 
goods, but it is doubtful whether he could 
be classed among the millionaires or any- 
thing like them. He has been a good money- 
maker for institutions with which he has 
been connected and has always enjoyed a 
good salary, but his expenses have been such 
that he has not been enabled to lay much by 

rarainy day. His friends say that he 
would be pretty well satisfied to clean upa 
quarter of a millior dollars as a result of his 
business methods. 

Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural De- 
partment probably has less of this world’s 
goods than any of his colleagues in the 
Cabinet. If Secretary Wilson can draw his 
check for $25,000 he would think he was liv- 
Ing on the sunny side of Easy street.

Several of the German and English Con- 
suls have sent in reports to the Depart- 
ment of State commenting upon the extraor- 
dinary success of American apples in 
Europe.

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‘INCREASE OF $70,000,000 PER YEAR 
IN REVENUES EXPECTED. ‘ 


This Will Be $5,000,000 More than the 
Defieit for the Current Fiscal Year 
~Nearly Every Item in the Bill to 
Be Gone Over Again Before Presen- 
tation to Congress—Committee Pro- 
nounces an Unauthorised Summary 
of Its Work Inaccurate. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
Only three schedules of the new tariff law 
have been passed upon finally by the Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, and at tonight’s meeting they 
changed items from one class to another and 
left silks, paper, and other important sched- 
ules untouched. : 

The process of construction of the tariff 
bill has, however, reached the point where 
the members of the committee figure out an 
increased revenue of'$70,000,000 on the basis 
of present importations. The deficit for the 
current fiscal year will be $65,000,000, so the 
new Dill is expected to furnish an immediate 
surplus of $5,000,000, and more as times im- 
prove. 

No member of the committee is yet in pos- 
session of a correct copy of the bill, for al- 
most every item has still to be gone over. 

Various attempts have been made to col- 
late the figures from the reports of daily 
progress, and what purports to be the full 
text of the tariff bill was shown to members 


of the committee today. They brought the 


matter up for consideration and united offi- 
cially in saying that any-such publication 
was necessarily inaccurate, because final 
action was yet to be taken on ali the sched- 
ules. The committee was advised that the 
pretended text of the bill would be printed 
in various newspapers tomorrow, but de- 
cided to ignore the matter, and gave notice 
in advance that the publication must nec- 
essarily be inaccurate, as the committee it- 
self had not yet agreed on.matters in dis- 
pute. :

Wool Growers Out in Force. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., March 12.—The work of 
the Republican members of the Ways and 
Means committee on the Wool schedule has 
brought the wool growers and manufact- 
urers to Washington in full force * 

After twenty-four hours of work on. the 
second half of the wool schedule, that cover- 
ing manufactures of wool, the duties have 
been made practically a repetition of the 
rates*of the McKinley bill. The McKinley 
rates on raw wools having been readopted, it 
was considered the only logical arrangemcat 
to adopt also the compensatory duties on 
manufactures of wool of the McKinley law, 
s0 this policy was followed. 

There was an attempt made to change the 
ad valorem rates on woolen manufactures 
in the McKinley act to specific, but such 
great difficulties have been encountered that 
the undertaking has been abandoned, for the 
time being at any rate, and tonight the com- 
mittee had practically decided to accept the 
wool schedule of the McKinley act. 

A committee ot experts devoted some time 
to the work of resolving the ad valorem 
factors of the wool schedule to correspond- 
ing specific rates, but the results of their 
labors proved so unsatisfactory to Chair- 
man Dingley that the scheme was rejected. 
It is possible that the attempt will be re- 
newed when the bill is before the full Ways 
and Means committee to change the ad 
valorem features of this schedule to equiv- 
alent specific rates, but the bill, as it will 


‘be introduced into the House, will contain 


the McKinley wool schedule without materi- 
al changes, except the changes in the classi- 
oo of wools, which were made yester- 

The changes in classification were decid- 
ed upon by the committee on satisfactory 
proof that several varieties of wocls were 
being imported into the United States in 
large quantities as carpet wools under the 
rates of Class 8 and used for the man- 
ufacture of clothing. These wools, which 
include China lambs, Bagdad, Egyptian, 
Morocco, Casa Brancho, and fine skin 
wools, or butchers’ wools, were therefore 
changed from Class 3 to Class 1, and the 
necessary changes in the rates on manu- 
factures of these wools made. 


Not Drafted Yet. 


Chairman Dingley says that the bill will 
be ready to be introduced in the House Mon- 
day. The administrative features have not 
yet been drafted, nor has the reciprocity 
scheme, although the features of it are de- 
cided upon. These may be presented as com- 
mittee amendments after the bill gets be- 
fore the House. The earthenware ‘schedule 
is not yet perfected. The same difficulty has 
been met with in adjusting the rates on 
earthenware that were involved in woolen 
goods. In the attempt to carry into effect 
the Republican policy of replacing ad 
valorem duties with specific, it has been 
found almost impossible to determine upon 
standards by which specific rates can be 
levied on china and pottery goods, the fac- 
tors of decoration, weight and processes of 
manufacture entering so large!y. into the 
value of these goods, and it is quite proba- 
ble that they will be placed under the Mc- 
Kinley schedule with some immaterial 
changes. 

The reciprocity principle which will be em- 
bodied in the bill will be that of lower duties 
on raha. meng of goods in return for con- 
cessions for certain lines of American goods. 
The principal lines of goods on which duties 
may be lowered by reciprocity treaties will 
be sugar, champagnes, silks, gloves, mineral 
waters, chickle (much of which is imported 
for chewing gum), and argil or crude tartar. 
which is one of the chief constituents of 
baking powders. 

The President will be empowered by the 
bill to enter into treaties by which the 
duties will be materially lowered on !mporta- 
tion of these goods from countries which 
make coné¢essions to American cattle and 
other products. There will be no reciprocity 
which involves placing any important classes 
of imports on the free list, nor any authority 
given the executive to raise duties against 
imports from countries which refuse to enter 
into reciprocity treaties. 

The reduction in the duty on sugar by 
reciprocity will be one-eighth of a cent a 
pound, so that sugar coming from countries 
which have reciprocity treaties with the 
United States will be entered at 1% cents a 
pound. While the reduction seems small, a 
difference of 12% cents per 100 pounds is a 
material one to sugar importers. 


France, Germany,.and Canada. 


Mest of the goods in the list given above 
which are imported.into the United States 
come from Germany and France, and it is 
the expectation of the committee that reci- 
procity on champagne, silks, and gloves will 
prove an inducement to these countries to 
their policy of discrimination 
against American beef and pork. 

The hopes of the new Canadian adminis- 
tration for closer reciprocal relations with 


‘the United States will be defeated by the 


Dingley bill. The Liberal party, under 
Laurier’s leadership, has made closer com- 
mercial affiliations with the United States 
one of its foremost policies and one of the 
first acts of the administration was to send 
Messrs. Cartwright and Davis to Washing- 
ton as Commissioners to pave the way for 
reciprocity. Their mission has proven a 
fruitless one because th desired to open 
the markets of this country to the farm 
products of Canada. In their interviews 
with Chairman Dingley and other members 
of the committee they were told in diplo- 
matic terms but emphatically that the de- 
sign of the new tariff bill would be to pre- 
serve the markets of the United States to 
its farmers by adequate protective duties 
on all farm products.

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COMMISSIONER DOWNEY WILL OPEN 
THE PROPOSALS TODAY. 


Those of John Cooper, ’Schondorf! & 
Bussey, and Schaffner & McDonald 
Already in His Hands—City Is Di- 


vided Into Five Districts and Ma-- 


chines Are Barred Down-Town— 
Differences of Opinion as to the 
Cost of Hand Sweeping. 


Bids for the cleaning of the streets of Chi- 
cago are to be opened by Commissioner 
Downey today. Last evening three bids 
were in his hand—those of John Cooper, 
Schondorff & Bussey, and Schaffner & Mc- 
Donald. More, however,,may be put in be- 
fore noon today. This year the specifica- 
tions divide the city into five districts, the 
first of which is embraced in the territory 
between Harrison street, the river, and the 
lake. In this district the cleaning. and 
sweeping must be done entirely by hand, 
while in the others machines may be used. 
The reason given for doing away with ma- 
chincs in this down-town district is that 
they scatter too much dust in the early 
hours of the evening. 

The contractors and Supt. Rhode differ 
widely as to whether the hand sweeping is 
cheaper or dearer than the machine method. 
Mr. Rhode asserts that work can be done for 
$4 a mile, while Mr. Cooper yesterday de- 
clared it could not be done for $15. He fig- 
ures it takes eight men to the mile at $1.50 
each, and a charge for carting away the dirt 
besides. 


Cost of Work Last Year. 

Last year the Street Department spent 
$166,372 for cleaning the improved streetc 
and alleys up to last November. Since that 
time the city has done the work itself. 
Schondorff & Bussey had the contract for 
the down-town streets at $8.40 a mile for 
cleaning and $2.50 for sweeping, and Schaff- 
ner & ,McDonald the one for the outlying 
streets at $12.50 for cleaning. The work 
done was as follows:

Cleaning 10,357.20 miles streets at $12.50 
Sweepirg 2, miles of streets at $2.50....

The figures in the bids to be opened today, 
of course, are not yet known, but the gossip 
around the City Hall yesterday was that 
they were considerably higher than last

Contention as to Relative Cost. 


In this connection there is a Jively dispute 
between the contractors and Supt. Rhode 
as to what it has cost the city to clean the 
streets since last November, when the city 
took charge of the work. Mr. Rhode started 
off. with the claim it could be done at much 
less than the contractors’ prices, but he now 
refuses to give the figures of what it has 
cost him, and will not do so until he makes 
his annual report. It is acknowledged fm tho 
office that the totals are much higher than 
were expected, ®ut the claim is made that 
it was on account of the snowstorms of last 
winter, which added considerably to the 
cost of keeping the streets in passable con- 
dition. 

The estimates of the Street Department 
for next year ask for $300,000 for street 
cleaning purposes outside of salaries. 


TO BRING UP TRACK ELEVATION AGAIN. 


Ald. O’Neill Says He Will Call Up the 
Clark and Sixteenth Street Mat- 
ter on Monday. — 


Ald. O’ Neill yesterday announced he would 
bring up thetordinance for elevating the 
tracks at the crossing at Clark and Sixteenth 
streets again next Monday night. 

This was interpreted to mean that the 
railway companies have consented to the 
clause holding them equally: liable with the 
city for all land damages, which was in- 
serted at the last meeting of the Council. 
Neither the Alderman nor the railroads, 
however, would be quoted on this point. 

Mr. O'Neill, who is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Track Elevation, also said the 
present purpose is to allow the tracks in 
Fortieth street, which are used to cdnnect 
the Illinois Central with the Stock-Yards 
and by the lake Shore for a suburban line, 
to remain as they are, 


MISS DOTY'S SWEETHEART VISITS HER 


Young Ohio Woman Who Attempted 
Suicide at Indianapolis Begs 
Him Not to Strike Her. 


Indianapotis, Ind., March 12.—[Speciai.}— 
The cause of the attempted suicide of Miss 
Jennie Doty, the beautiful and well-dressed 
young woman from Middletown, O., who 
shot herself in her room at the Grand Hotel 
yesterday, remains as much a mystery as 
ever. Mr. Oliver Cousins, the young wom- 
an’s fiancé, today arrived from Middletown 
and claims to be wholly unable to account 
for Miss Doty’s strange conduct. 

He hastened to the City Hospital and 
spent most of the day at her side holding 
her hand and soothing her. The presence 
of Mr. Cousins, a gentlemanly young man 
of 28, had better effect on the girl than 
anything the doctors had been able to do 
for her. She became rational this after- 
noon, but would not discuss’ the shooting. 
The bullet is lodged under the skull and 
unless inflammation sets in she will re- 
cover. 

While Mr. Cousins was absent from her 
for a time today Miss Doty was restless 
and continually asked for him. She seemed 
troubled with the same hallucinations under 
which she suffered last night and feared her 
Jover would not return. At times she wept 
and begged him not to strike her, crying: 
“You know Oliver, I have always loved 
you. I never deceived you. Tell him, Min- 
nie, I have been true to him.” 

Mr. Cousins is strangely reticent when 
discussing his relations with Miss Doty, 
except to assure every one that they had 
never had a serious quarrel. He was seen 
again this evening and said: “On my 
word, I know of no trouble Miss Doty has 
had to cause her to leave home and come 
to a strange city to take her life. The re- 
volver which she used I know she had for 
four years. ,Miss Doty’ had: studied ste- 
nography and typewriting, but had never 
worked for a living.”’ 


TOBACCO COMPANY WINS THE. CASE. 


Suit by the Attorney-General of New 
Jersey to Restrain the Corporation 
from Doing Business Fails. 


. Trenton, N. J., March 12.—Vice-Chancellor 
Reed this morning filed with the Clerk of the 
Court of Chancery his decision dismissing 
the bill brought against the American To- 
bacco company. — 

The suit was brought jointly in the name 
of the Attorney-General and Miller Bros., 
tobacco dealers of Newark, for the purpose 
of restraining the tobacco trust from trans- 
acting its business and from conducting the 
business in a manner prejudicial to the com-~- 
plainants and injurious to the people of the 
State of New Jersey.

Chancellor Reed. makes comparison as to 
what would be the rights of an individual 
and of a corporation under the same condi- 
tion. He says that it would not be thought

TO ATTEMPTED MURDER.

: Woman, with Eyes Swollen from For- 


mer Assaults, Attempts Needle- 
work While Her Husband Stands 
‘Over Her at No. 132 Fullerton Ave- 
shue with a Revolver—Shot at the 
Former Fatls to Kill, but the Man’s 
Aim at Himself Is Fatal. 


William Drossel, a contracting carpenter, 
No. 182 Fulierton avenue, stood over his 
wife with a revolver yesterday after- 
noon, while she sat with her eyes half biinced 
from an assault he had made on her a week 
ago, and tried to mend his garments. Drcs- 


s31 put the revolver to his wife’s head and | 


pulled the trigger, but the bullet crashed 
through her hands instead of her head His 
wife sank to the floor, and thinking he had 
killed her Drossel stepped into an adjoining 
room and fired a bullet into his own brain. 
Then his wife, hearing the shot and her hus- 
band’s moans, ran screaming into the street 
and to the office of a physician across the 
way. While the wounds in her hands were 
“being dressed a wagonload of police arrived 
from the Sheffield Avenue Station and 
found the husband lying dead on the floor. 
The wife will recover. | 
Drossel was arrested last week for an as- 


gault on his wife which nearly caused her .- 


to lose her sight. The.case had been con- 
tinued by Justice Bonnefoi till next Tuesday, 
an@ he had been threatening for several 
days, it is said, to kill the woman before the 
trial came off. 

| End of Two Years’ Troubles. 

' For the last two years Drossel, it {s said, 
had been a heavy drinker, and quarrels 
with his wife had been daily occurrences. 

* Drossel’s three children—Anna, 15 years 
old; Willie, aged 13; and EHmma, aged 8— 
went away from home yesterday just after 


- @inner, the two younger ones ito school and 


the oldest to the Golden Rule laundry, where 


ehe is employed. 

Drossel ate his dinner with the rest, in 
silence, and gave no intimation of the com- 
ing tragedy. His wife’s eyes were almost 
covered with bandages and her head was 
bruised black and blue from the beating she 
had been given last week. 

A few minutes after dinner Drossel 
brought a pair of stockings to his wife and 
ordered her to darn them. She was afraid 
to refuse, although she could scarcely see. 
She sat on a stool near the window of a 
emall pantry opening from the kitchen and 
started to obey*his order. Drossel picked 
up a newspaper and eat in the kitchena few 
feet away. 


Lecks the Outer Door. 


A short time after his wife heard him 
moving about and she noticed that he had 
locked the door which opened into the yard. 
She continued her work as well as she was 
able and after a short time her husband 
picked up the newspaper and sat down to 
read again. 

About 3 o’clock Drossel came on tiptoe 
into the pantry, where his wife sat. In one 
hand he held the revolver with which, it is 
eaid, he had threatened to kill her several 
times before... His wife dropped her mend- 
ng, but did not scream. The next moment 

rossel seized her head and thrust her from 
the stool on which she sat. 

*“* Now, are you satisfied?” he said in Ger- 
man, and before she could make outcry and 

ust as she grabbed the revolver with both 

nds he pulled the trigger. There was a 
report and a bullet crashed through both 
the woman’s hands close ‘to the wrists and 
she sank to the floor. 


Leaves the Woman as Dead. 


Evident Drossel thought she was dead 
and went i the kitchen. A moment later, 
while the, woman still lay on the floor, his 
wife heard another shot in the kitchen and 
a heavy fall) Then she sprang to her feet, 
screaming ‘‘ Murder!” 

She ran to the office of Dr. H. N. Schlamer, 
who had dressed her bruises after previous 
assaults. Her screams as she crossed the 
street attracted a crowd. 

Mrs. Drossel was still at the physician's 
office when Lieut. Hutchinson with a wagon- 
load of police. réached the house No one 
in the crowd had attempted to enter the 
house. ke Mia: 

The police broke open the front door and 
‘went to thé kitchen. Drossel was lying on 
his face, in the door leading from the kitchen 
to a bedroom, while the revolver lay several 

eet in front of him: There was a bullet 
ole in his forehead and he was dead. 

The body was taken to Poth’s undertaking 
rooms, No. 860 North Halsted street. 


Note Left for the Police. 


Written on the edge of the newspaper 
m@hich Drossel was reading was the follow- 
ing note in German: im 

“To the Officers: I have a note of $300

Drossel was large and powerfully built. 
Up to two years ago he had done a good 
business as a contracting carpenter, and 
had accumulated property. He owned the 
‘house where he lived, and rented the front 
rooms to the family of George Sulgar and 
those ,above to the family of Lawrence 
Herder. ;

Never before in the history of the union were 
there so many charges filed against companies for 
violating the rules regarding rates as at the 
convention just closed. The assertion was made 
without reserve, during the deliberations, that 
the combine was being used by many companies 
merely as a cloak to protect them in the rate vidla- 
tions. This one feature threatened to disrupt the 
organization even more that the inroad which non- 
union companies had been making upon the busi- 
ness in certain districts. The delegates, whose 
companies’ had remained faithful to the union 
obligations, plainly stated that they were grow- 
ing weary of ‘traitors in the camp,"’ and this 
charge created a sensation. It was resolved, how- 
ever, that the rules of the union should, in the 
future, be observed more rigidly that ever, and 
under the direction of the governing committee 
the general impression prevailed that the unfon 
could once more stand united for the fight against 
non-union competition. It was decided that fhe 
best way to meet this competifion would be 
through the manipulaton of rates, and consequent- 
ly it will be the object of the governing committee 
not to molest commissions, but devote all of its 
energy to rate making. 

The question of taking cities of the first class 
out of their former classifications as ‘‘ excepted "’ 
territory was revived at this morning’s session. 
It was decided to leave the old large cities com- 
mittees stand as it was formerly. maintained 
under the old organization, but to limit its terri- 
tory to St. Louis, Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
and Louisville. This will be the ‘* excepted ”’ 
cities in the union and all other cities of the first 

ass will be included in the jurisdiction of the 

overning committee. 

The, three companies which were charged with 
cutting rates on floating grain policies in North 
and South Dakota and Minnesota, mention of 
which was made in The Tribune of yesterday, 
were the St. Paul, Fire and Marine, the Norwich 
Union of England, and the Phenix of Hartford. 
The special committee to report on the charges 
announced this morning that the companies had 
agreed to cancel all such policies or else reissue 
them in conformity with union regulations, the 
question of rates to be settled by the Governing 
committee. The German-American of New York, 
the London and Lancashire, and the Springfield 
Fire and Marine were charged with cutting ratcs 
at Dayton, O., and this trouble was also settled 
amicably. 

There is a law in Illinois which gives to every 
City Council power to tax the gross receipts of in- 
surance companics in each municipality 2 per cent, 
the proceeds to be devoted to the maintenance of 
fire departments. When this law was passed the 
State Board of Fire Underwriters advanced rates 
5 per cent to meet this tax. At Bkin, Ill., com- 
panies disregarded the board’s act and contin- 
ued to write insurance gt the old rates. This mat- 
ter also came up and after much discussion it was 
agreed: by the union that all companies should do 
business in pursuance of the rates made by the 
board. 

The resignation of the Greenwich of New York 
was withdrawn hy President Stone. He said that 
during the convention he had become satisfied the 
union companies were sincere in their intention to 
regard the regulations of the organization, and con- 
sequently his company was ready to remain in the 
combine. He gave due notice, however, that at 
the first intimation it received in the future of rate 
violations it would retire from the union without 
further notice. Representaktives of other com- 
panies expressed themselves in a similar manner. 
The next convention will be held subject to the 
President’s call 


The first of the managers who attended the 
Western Union convention at St. Louis to return 
express themselves as well pleased with the result 
of the meeting. It is conceded that the most 
important action taken by the union was the sub- 
stitution of one committee for the four local 
board commissions. This will simplify the action 
of the union in cases where non-union competi- 
tion must be met. President Smith will appoint 
the nine members of this central governing codm- 
mittee soon after he returns to Chicago. As this 
body will have absolute authority to regulate the 
business of the union companies and fix the rates 
to meet outside competition, its personnel will 
be watched with great interest. 
panies are bringing great pressure to bear on the 
proposition to reduce rates on preferred business 
or increase the commissions. As the latter al- 
ternative will scarcely be acceptable to the Er- 
glish companies, the reduction in rates will be the 
most important matter to be decided by the com- 
mittee. 

The non-union companies do not believe their 
competitors will receive much benefit from the 
new arrangement, and brand it a compromise 
which widl not clear up the situation to any great 
extent. They promise to keep the new committes 
busy, especially in the matter of commissions.

Argues for the Tax. 


Trustee William Boldenweck, Chicago—We 
expect that the Legislature will grant us the 
additional.

Eex-Ald. Crilly, Chicago—As a taxpayer I 
believe that it would be a misfortune if the 
valley people should. block us now. 

Wijjliam Trinkaus, Chicago—There will be 
800, cubic feet of water flowing through 
the canal each minute at the minimum, and 
whatever goes through the tail race will be 
diluted so that the valley people can have 
no cause for complaint on that score. 

T. W. Greaves, Chicago—I think it proba- 
ble that the canal will be completed without 
interruption. 

Representative John K. Ely, De Kalb 
County—I am not opposed to granting an 


‘additional tax if the act creating the Drain- 


age Board and defining its duties and the 
work to be done is permitted to stand as it is. 

Ex-Representative A. B. Hallock, Will 
County—The people of my county are not 
opposing the canal, but we do not want to 
pay the bills. 

Representative John Kolstad, Will County 
—I am in favor of completing the work as it 
has been commenced, with the understand- 
ing that the valley shall not be. injured. 

J. J. Reynolds, Chicago—I think the diffi- 
culties will be adjusted as they confront 
the trustees and that the canal will be com- 
pleted in two years. 


Quick, Cheap Work. 


T. B. Skeels, Chicago—Th taxpayers 
ought to be congratulated thkt so much 
work has been done in such a short time and 
that the affairs of the board have been 
administered so economically. I favor the 
tax proposed for the next two years. 

M. J. Cronin, Chicago—This canal: has 
been a gigantic undertaking and .the tax- 
payers of Chicago have received excellent 
value for the money invested.

BILL FOR COURTS OF CONCILIATION. 


Measure Introduced to Establish 
Tribunals to Promote Settlement 
of Cases by Agreement, 


Springfield, Ill., March 12.—Mr. McLauch- 
lan introduced a bill in the House today 
to provide for the establishment of a court 
of conciliation. The bill recites that the 
dockets of the courts of record in thig State 
are Overcrowded with cases, resulting in the 
delay of administration of justice, and that 
the experience of other countries has shown 
that the litigated cases may be reduced 
through theagency of a court of conciliation. 
The bill provides that the several courts of 
record, including the Supreme Court, shall 
appoint three counselors of such courts re- 
spectively to hold courts of conciliation. 

The three counselors of the Supreme Court 
shall prepare rules of practice to govern the 
proceedings of all such courts of concilia- 
tion and shall also ,have the general super- 
vision of such practice and proceedings 
throughout thé State. The expenses of such 
courts of conciliation shall be borne by the 
parties to suits therein, as the parties may 
agree or the rules of practice provide; pro- 
vided that appropriations toward such ex- 
pernses may be made by the proper author- 
ities, in case it shall appear to them that 
such courts of conciliation will have the 
effect to lessen the public expenses of liti- 
gation. 

The first process of such courtsof concilla- 
tion shall be a request addressed to the par- 
ties, inviting their attendance at a time 
and place to be named for a friendly con- 
ference to determine whether an amicable 
settlement of the controversy between them 
can bo effected.

liabilities within six months from the time 
this act takes effect. The penalty is a fine 
of $1,000 for each sale made, 


AUGUSTUS NOHE'S CHICKEN COOP. 


Fine Lot of Fat Pallets Are Awaiting 
Slaughter Before the House 
Committee on Insurance. 


Springfield, Ill, March 12.—[Special.J—A 
fine lot of fat pullets are in Augustus Nohe’s 
chicken coop awatting slaughter. Augustus 
is the Chairman of the House Committee on 
Insurance.

TO GIVE BURKE A CHANCE 


JUDGE TUTHILL EXPECTED TO RE- 
LEASE “SLEEPY” FROM JAIL. 


Movement to Secure Liberty for the 
Schrage Bond Robber Today on 
Condition That He Reform and 
Take Up a Legitimate Occupation— 
Court Said te Regard Efforts of 
Benevolent People with Favor— 
Badenoch Is Skeptical. 


Can a man, who has been @ criminal al) 
his life, become an honest, law-abiding 
citizen? And shall such a man, upon his 
voluntary determination to reform, be re- 
leased from all punishment for his latest 
criminal act and be given a chance—a fair 
and open fleld—to show his manhood? 

These are questions that will be answered 
in the case of “Sleepy ’’ Burke within the 
next few days. This man of many unlawful 
adventures and much unenviable notoriety 
as crook, safe-blower, and self-reformer, 
in all probability will be given another op- 
portunity to enter upon a peacefu) and in- 
dependent citizenship. Benevolent people 
have been working in his interest and have 
secured a position for him where he can 
earn a fair living asa teamster. The mat- 
ter probably will be laid before Judge Tuthill 
today, and unless some objection, as yet un- 
anticipated, is *made it is expected Burke 
wil}. be released from the County Jail on 
suspended sentence. — 

Work of the Rev. R. A. Torrey. 

This latest effort in behalf of Burke orig- 
inated with the Rev.. R. A. Torrey of the 
Chicagé Avenue Church, and through him 
the Bureau of lated Charities. Dr. 
Philip W. Ayers of the bureau has been 
especially active in the effort to find an 
opening for the ex-leader of the Schrage 
robbers, and after more than a week of dili- 
gent search he has, he says, found a man 
who is willing to give him work that will 
be sufficiently remunerative to keep him 
from temptation. Dr. Ayres declines to give 
out the name of the man or firm making the 
offer, but saye it is made in good faith, and 
one who feels a generous interest in the 
nape to accomplish Burke’s reforma- 
tion. 

The police are, however, decidedly opposed 
to the hew move. Chief Badenoch cherac- 
terizee it as a mistaken effort, andsaysthat 
Burke's professions of reform are not sin- 
cere. : 

Chief Badenoch’s View. 

* T have the greatest sympathy for Burke,”’ 
said the Chief yesterday, ‘* but it is quite 
another thing to let sympathy run away with 
the head. I don’t agree that the chances of 
success are great in taking up a man of 
Burke's caliber. It was he who induced Gor- 
don to go into the scheme for the robbery. 
He was ready, when he went to the house, to 
kill Schrage. Such a man ought not to be 
let go.free of punishment. 

“At the time Burke made his confession 
we told’ him we would make a statement to 
the court of the assistance he had given in 
running down the rest of the gang. We did 
this, and his sentence now, instead of being 
for twenty years at hard labor in the peni- 
tentiary, is for one year. That is remark- 
able leniency, and he certainly should be 
compelled to suffer so much at least for his 
crime.”’ 


Judge Tuthill Is Favorable. 


Judge Tuthill, when informed of the suc- 
cess of Dr. Ayers’ efforts, said: 

‘“‘If he has found such a position, and it is 
one that satisfies Burke, I think I shall bein 
favor of allowing him to go under suspension 
of sentence. But I shall insist that someone 
undertake a general supervision of him, for 
if he returns to his old vicious associa- 
tions, tbe should be arrested again, and sen- 
tenced to serve out his term. .: 

‘‘Such action, I think, would be satis- 
factory to the police, for they appreciate the 
fact that they will not be able to make much 
progress in detecting crime if their promises 
of immunity from punishment to those who 
turn State's evidence, as it is called, are not 
fulfilled. 

‘‘ At the same time I feel considerable sym- 
pathy for Burke. He, apparently, has not 
had a fair show in this world. Asa child he 
was the son of a widow who had many other 
children, and was not able to give him the 
attention a boy should have. He was 
thrown into vicious company, and, once 
being stamped as a criminal, it has been a 
hard struggle to earn a livelihood except by 
his wits and by criminal acts. - 


Influences in Burke’s Behalf. 


“Several people have. from time to time 
spoken to me about Burke, and not a few 
of these have offered to do what they could 
to give him the opportunities that he has 
apparently lacked heretofore. Only the 
other day Brigadier Brewer of the Salva- 
tion Army came to me and said that his 
people were willing to take him in charge 
and would see to it, not only that he had 
work, but that he was protected in his ef- 
forts -to reform by proper associations. To 
them I said the same as I did to Dr. Ayers 
and to all the rest. Burke must have a po- 
sition that will pay sufficient wages to sup- 
port: him. One man offered to give him 
work peddling bills from house to house. 
This I would not hear of because I fear it 
would only lead him into temptation. 

“The police have suggestetd that the 
money Burke has coming to him asa reward 
for assisting in discovering the stolen bonds 
and which amounts, I believe, to about $140, 
be used in purchasing a horse and wagon 
for him, and that he be set up in this way as 
a teamster.” 

Dr. Ayres Has Faith in “ Sleepy.” 

r. Ayers said: 

43 think Burke is sincere in his expressed 
desire to reform. At any rate I cannot see 
how it will be possible for him to go back to 
tis old criminal associations. He has cer- 
tainly alienated them by his action in turn- 
ing against them. This being the case, Ir 
think he is more amenable to good influences. 
row than he would be after he had spent an- 
other year in the penitentiary. That would 
probably make him more bitter against or- 
ganized society, because he would imagine 
that he had been wrongly treated, in the 
light of his professed wish to reform, andthe 
assistance he had given the police He 
would then be wholly out of our reach, ahd 
would go back to his old haunts to become a 
positive danger to everything and every- 


vas 1 ig for these reasons that we think it 
is best to do something for Burke now. 
course, if it is his secret intention to go 
back to crime the best place for him would 
be in the penitentiary.

Gen. Hastings Was Injured in an Acci- 
dent and the President Drove to 
the Hospital to See Him. 


World.}—While the President was at lunch- 
eon today he received word that his old 
friend, Gen. Russell Hastings, of the Ber- 
muda Islands, had been knocked down by a 
wagon near the Treasury Building and was 
lying atgthe Emergency Hospital with a 
broken leg. 

Gen. Hastings was formerly commander 
of the Twenty-third Ohlo, McKinley’s.old 
regiment. He had but just left the White 
House, where he had been to call on the 
President, when the accident occurred. 

As soon as he could escape from his vis- 
itors Mr. McKinley drove to the hospital. 
He was shown to the room wheré Gen. Hast- 
ings was, and, sitting down by the cot, took 
his hand. 

“I am sorry to find you here, General,” 
the President said, “* but I am told that it 
is not serious, and that’s good. It all comes 
from running away from us s0 soon.” 

The General made light of the accident. 

‘The last time I saw you wounded,” con- 
tinued the President, “‘ was at Winchester, 
and I hardly thought you would pull 
through that time.” . 

Gen. Hastings then introduced Dr. W. P. 
Carr, and the President, turning to Dr. Carr, 
said: ‘** Now, doctor, use your greatest skill 
on the General.’’ 

Then the President left word to command 
him day or night should there be a turn for 
the worse in the condition of the patient. 
The veteran bore his injury patiently, but 
there were tears in his eyes as the President 
bade him good-by. C5) 


Real Motive for Arbitration Treaty. 

New York Sun: When the pro d arbi- 
tration treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain was first published, we pointed 
out that the latter power was prompted not 
by disinterested considerations, but by the 
selfish purpose of securing herself against 
trouble an this side of the Atlantic during 
the five critical years to come, It is amus- 
ing to find the real animus of a move, which 
has been described by a few American 
rhapsodists as a signal gain for civilization, 
avowed with the utmost frankness by the 
Saturday Review. After quoting from some 
silly American newspapers denunciations of 
the Senate for performing its constitutional 
duty of investigating carefully the. conse- 
quences of a treaty whith requires its ap- 
proval to be binding, the Saturday Review 
goes on to admit that disappointment over 
the collapse of the arbitration dream “ will 
be infinitely keener and more general on this 
side of the water than in America.”” Why? 
Because, “ for one thing, our need was im- 
measurably greater than theirs; we are a 
people with a multitude of irons in the fire; 
any week may bring us face to face with a 
complication in the Mediterranean or on 
the Nile, in India, or in China, or in Siam, 
which will jeopard the very existence of 
the empire.”” In a word, the whole map of 
what is called tho Old World is studded 
with danger points for England. Natu- 
rglly, therefore, the possibility of securing a 
pledge of absolute security from menace in 
the New World seems to English eyes a 
blessed thing. ‘Touching the blessedness 
thereof the Saturday Review cynically 
notes that “it was long ago discovered by 
our critics that we have a@ talent for quite 
sincerely convincing ourselves that the 
beatitudes walk hand in hand with our in- 
terests.” It adds that when people used to 
say of Mr. Gladstone that he could argue 
himself into a state of serene moral exalta- 
tion over any dubious scheme, once he had 
adopted it as a matter of policy, they really 
touched not so much on a Gladstonian as 
on a national trait. 


McKinley Sees the Tariff Bill. 

Washington, D. C., March 10.—[New York 
World.]—The new tariff bill was practically 
completed today by the Republican mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means committee, and 
was then taken by Chairman Dingley to the 
White House and laid before President Mc- 
Kinley. It was the first time the President 
had seen this comprehensive measure of pro- 
tection upon which all his hopes are fixed, 
and which will be laid before the House in 
extra session next Monday. He had followed 
in a general way while at Canton the work 
of the committee, but since coming here had 
had no opportunity to go over the measure in 
detail. Chairman Dingley was accompanied 
by Mr. Grosvenor, a member of the commit- 
tee. They arrived at the White House just 
as the President was about to leave for a 
‘walk. On learning the purpose of the call 
Mr. McKinley readily consented to forego 
his stroll. He left his private office, and, 
entering the Cabinet room, invited Mr. Ding- 
ley and Mr. Grosvenor to join him there, 
The conference lasted an hour, during which 
every phase of the new bill was carefully 
explained by the Chairman. It was a work 
readily grasped in all its details by the Presi- 
dent, for he is a master hand at tariff fram- 
ing, and this measure bore many resem- 
blances to the famous bill bearing his own 
name. ‘The call shows the purpose of the 
Youse leaders to codperate with the Presi- 
dent in every stage of the tariff work. Any 
changes the President may suggest with a 
view to fuller realization of his tariff policy 
will doubtless be made. But the bill will be 
essentially the work of the committee, 


Ex-President Harrison’s Manly Rule. 
Baltimore American: After Mr. McKin- 
ley’s election some friends of Russell Har- 
rison suggested to him that the Collector- 
ship of Internal Revenues for the Western 
District of Indiana might be worth the seek- 
ing. It pays some $4,000 a year, and the 
headquarters of the district Is at Terre 
Haute, whieh is Mr. Harrison's home. Af- 
ter some hesitation Mr. Harrison became @ 
candidate. Last week he came on to Wash- 
ington, and, his presence becoming known 
here, he was appointed one of the eids on 
the staff of Gen. Porter. Hie friends then re- 
newed their suggestions for his appointment 
as Collector of Internal Revenue at Terre

Dispensers ot Malt Drinks Said 
to Evade the Law.

COUNCIL WILL BE ASKED TO ACT, 


Within a short time an effort will be made 
to have the City Council pass an amendment 
to the license ordinance to effectuaMy break 
up the dealing in all kinds of liquor by 
saloons which operate solely on the warrant 
of a malt liquor license, paid for at the rate 
of $150 a year. ‘ 

The amendment asked for will provide that 
the license fee for a malt liquor saloon shall 
be $400, instead of $150 as at present, and 
that it shall be paid in one installment, in<- 
stead of quarterly. 

Frequently complaints are made to the 
office of. the City Collector by liquor dealers 
who have paid the full license fee of $500 
that dealers in their neighborhood afe carry- 
ing on a business in all ways similar to their 
own on a malt liquor license, and in several 
instances licenses have been revoked in 
cases where it has been shown that the city, 
has been defrauded in this manner. 

But a malt liquor ‘license having been 


granted, it is almost impossible to prevent ' 


the holder conducting a general liquor bysi- 
ness. To effectually enforce the ordinancs 
would require that such dealers be constant- 
ly watched, and it is thought many such deal~ 
ers succeed in evading the law. 

Case of Robert Perlman. 

A recent case illustrating the point is that 
of Robert Perlman, who, until Thursday, 
had saloons at No. 196 Van Buren stxeet and 
at No. 288 Milwaukee avenue. Mayor Swift, 
being satisfied Perlman had been doing 
business beyond the warrant of his malt 
liquor licenses, revoked the rmits, and 
Perlman will be unable hereafter to secura, 
any license in his own name. 

Another case now under consideration in 
the courts is that of James 8. Murphy, No. 
754 Root street. Murphy is alleged to have 
carried on a saloon business for nearly 
three years without a license fee. The 
records of the City Collector’s office fail to 
show that he has had a license since May 1, 
1804, yet witnesses in the case maintain he 
has kept on in busihess at the same place at 
various intervals of time ever since then. 

On complaint of citizens Murphy was ar- 
rested a short time ago and Justice Hen- 
nessy fined him $20, the minimum fine, and 
then suspended sentence. City Collector 
Maas was not satisfied with the outcome of 
the case and himself had Murphy rearrested 
on the specific charge of selling Seer with- 
out license on Feb. 22.: The case lL be 
heard before Justice Porter this morning. 

City Collector Maas will also commence 
suit against Murphy in civil action in the 
name of the city to collect for back license 
alleged to be due the city. , 


Maas Suggests a Remedy. 

Asked as to what remedy he would suggest 
for present conditions that permit evasions 
of the license law, City Collector Maas said 
yesterday: 

“With so many different lines of business 
conducted in this city on license, to see that 
no one escapes the law is a difficult matter. 
The fact that during the last two years, 
with business generally depressed, ‘the city 
has received in licenses more than $750, 
in excess of the amount received in any 
former equal period of time shows some 
ground has .been gained in enforcing the 
ordinance.

The author begins with the career of Hor- 
tense de Beauharnalis, the great Napoleon’s 
stepdaughter, whose third son became the 
Emperor Napoleon III., and traces the ca- 
reers both of the young Prince and of the 
beautiful and.talented Spanish girl who was 
te become the Empress Eugénie,. bringing 
his narrative to an abrupt close at the mar- 
riage of the two in 1853. 

M. de Saint-Amand seldom sits in judg- 
ment upon acts or persons. His book is 
rather a chronicle than anappraisal Aware 
that it is yet early to pronounce a final judg- 
ment, thé author simply tells the story as it 
uhfolied itself before the world, and a won- 
derfully interesting story it is in his hands.

Ghostiy Shudders Galore. , 

The Itinerant House, and Other Stories. 

By Emma Frances Dawson. Iilustrat- 

ed. San Francisco: William Doxey. 
It is mot strange that Ambrose Bierce 
should go into ecstasies over the ghost 
stories of Emma Frances Dawson. They 
are aS grewsome, In their way, as anything 
in his “‘ Tales of Soldiers and Civilians.”’ 
The author is a San Francisco woman, and 
the tales are laid in that dity. The illustra- 
tions by Ernest Peixotto are well adapted 
to the text. . 


The book is one altogether out of the com- 
mon, both’in matter and tn manner. The 


author has chesen for her field of action the 
studdetiomne fprderianc that is supposed 
by some. crédiifmus folks to lie between this 
life ana a spirit world. She writes as if she 
were a,.stanch believer in “ haunts” and all 
the uncanny things of that sort, and she 
cleverly takes every other means for 
heightening the spell and the artistic effect 
of her narratives. 

It must be said that she succeeds quite ad- 
mirably—or abominably, if you dislike the 
supernatural in fiction. She does not suc- 
ceed in being as unutterably horrible as Am- 
brose Bierce, nor is she a second Hawthorne 
in the fine art of manipulating that coy 
thing, the spinal-marrow shiver. But she 
attains a sufficient modicum of both to pro- 
duce one or two quite powerful stories. 

By far the strongest tale of the lot is the 
first, *“‘An Itinerant House.” This opens 
with a swift and vivid sketch of a pas- 
sionate Mexican woman who suddenly dis- 
covers that her husband has another wifé. 
She falls apparently dead, and is laid out for 
burial. Byt in the night three men, her 
friends, undertake the experiment of re- 
viving her by electricity, and one plays on 
his violin the weird gypsy airs. she had 
loved. How is this for a shudder-producer:

that one simply refuses to believe them to be 
the work of a translator. The book was 
thought out in English.and not in French. 
Its judgments are the result of long and 
thoughtful contact with American people 
and institutions. The author ewidently 
knows the French point of view by personal 
contact, and at times he assumes it well, 
but never successfully enough to avoid be- 
traving himself in the end. 

In some places the author poses as one 
who is in Paris after his American visit, 
elaborating a few desultory notes takcn en 
voyage without a thought of writing a book. 
At other points he tntroduces whole pages 
of statistical knowledge covering the field 
clear back to the colonial times. He shows 
a familiarity with municipal affairs sich as 
no man could gather in a brief visit, and 
Graws conclusions from his data with a 
shrewdress born of personal familiarity. 
That. he chooses to present only adverse 
criticisms is but another proof that he is an 
extremely clever American cynic bent on 
having his say. Here is a sample of his 
views: 

It may be the land of freedom, but it certairly 
jis not the land of freemen. Personal comfort, 
personal privacy, the right to go ami come and 
to live as one prefers, without comment, and 
even without newspaper notoriety, are as im- 
possible as in Russia or in Armenia. Each one 
is so taken up with hfs own and somebody's busi- 
ness other than his own, that he has no time ard 
no vigor left to defend what in every other civ- 
flized country are deemed to be the most precious 
prerogatives. 

The author is especially bitter against the 
newspapers. He brands as nonsense the 
boasted American chivalry to women, on the 
ground that the newspapers ‘“‘ make free 
-with the names of Jadies and drag wives 
and mothers into the shambles of every 
political controversy, every social contre- 
temps."’. He goes on to cite a notorious New 
York periodical that deals in social scandals: 

Our most suggestive pictorial French papers, 
highly seasoned and colored though they te, are as 
the gospels to Rabelais w compared to this 
sheet—wherein jokes about ladies’ underclothing, 


times a feature of its lascivious ribaldry—and yet 
nobody is shot! ‘There are societies for the pre- 
vention of this and that, but no men strong enough 
to prevent this hebdomedal debauch of everybody's 
morals who has 10 cents to spend. 

This is well gaid, and sufficiently true to 
have been eaid in one form or another by in- 
dignant Americans often before, but is it 
not rather humorous to imagine that our 
morals would be the first thing to stir a 
Frenchman to such flerce expostulation? 

Again, the author brings forth a tabulated 
Statement of our enormous pension lists, 
compares it unfavorably with the cost of 
Kurope’s standing armies, and concludes: 
“ AS a colossal piece of political extrava- 
} gance this surpasses anything ever dreamed 
of in the history of nations up to this time.”’

Mis» Meredith Brown, who is visiting Chi- 
cago in the interest of her work among the 
slums of London, is the daughter of the Rev. 
David Brown of Aberdeen, Scotland. Her 
eldeat sister ia Lady Stuart, wife of Sir 
David Stuart, also of Aberdeen. 

Miss Brown has been actively engaged in 
philanthropic work all her life, and for the 
last eleven years she has devoted her time 
and efforts entirely to work among the 
lowest of London’s poor. 

Personally she is attractive and interest- 
ing.

The European 
political situation during the early part of 
the day was net considered in the wheat 
trade. The Northwestern showing of re- 
ceipts was much more favorable than it has 
been, with the two principal markets re- 
ceiving 172 cars, against 298 a week ago and 
290 a year ago. Minpeapolis is expected to 
increase 600,000 bu and Duluth to decrease 
about half that quantity. Clearances, par- 
ticularly of wheat, were small and the ag- 
gregate in wheat and flour was only 129,000 
bu. It was evident that the week’s‘showing 
of clearances will be unfavorable. Primary 
receipts were 249,000 bu. Liverpool closed 
about 1%d lower. Continental markets 
were generally lower, although nearby de- 
liveries of wheat in Paris were unchanged. 
Antwenp was off 12% centimes and Berlin 
1% marks. 


Quick Rally at the Close. 

The action of the market during the last 
hour showed that selling had become too 
popular. The liquidation by longs was en- 
thusiastically seconded by bears. On the 
report of 100 loads taken at New York and 
the appearance of Cudahy as a buyer in the 
pit there was a sharp rally. May wheat 
sold up to 78c and closed with sellers at that 
price, the net advance of the day being a 
little over %c. The cash business at New 
York was not confirmed to anything like the 
extent at first report, but-éhere were sales 
in the local market of about. 85,000 bu. This 
wheat was sold in scattering lots to go to 
millers located in widely extended territory. 
Samplers on the Board of Trade said. they 
had orders from more people on small ship- 
ments yesterday than on any previous day 
for some time. There was considerable news 
of a kind to contribute to the advance. The 
Modern Miller’s summary was decidedly fa- 
vorable to holders, and there were rumors 
of complications abroad which might devel- 
op into something serious. Local receipts 
were only 19 cars, with 65,000 bu inspected 
out of store. 

The provision market was decidedly strong 
in tone all day in face of the weakness in 
wheat early and in sympathy with the ad- 
vance during the last hour. It was a case 
of extremely limited offerings, with an in- 
creased volume of outside business. Pack- 
ers generally appear to favor higher prices. 
The first impulse was given to the market 
by the shortage in hog receipts. Local ar- 
rivals were 17,000 hogs, against 21,000 ex- 
pected, and the estimate for today its 13,000.

PRODUCE MARKETS WELL STOCKED 
WITH SPRING VEGETABLES. 


Only Choicest Goods Are Wanted—Sup- 
plies of Strawberries Heavy with 
Liberal Receipts Expected Today— 
Prices Are Now Popular—Oranges 
Still Relatively Scarce—Egg Re- 
ceipts Just About Equal te the De- 
mand—Street Produce Prices. 


RUITS, vegetables, 
and dairy products 
were in liberal sup- 
ply, particularly veg- 
etables,* and heavy 
receipts of the latter 
are expected today. 
With such plentiful 
stocks, commission 
merchants have gen- 
erally notified ship- 
pers of garden truck 
to send in only the 
choicest goods, as 
common quaiity can- 

not complete. The spring movement 
from Mississippi, Louisiana, and Southern 
Tennessee is fully under way, and home- 
grown stuff is also plentiful. Fresh receipts 
of cabbages from Florida made a weak miar- 
ket, good crates selling as low as $1.25. Rad- 
ishes were more plentiful, and the best 
French varieties from Louisiana sold from 
50c to 60c per doz bunches. There were 
plenty of fine mushrooms in the market - 
25@30c per lb. 

About 55 refrigerators of stieibeiretb 
were received from Florida, and that was 
more than the demand could absorb comfort- 
ably. However, the attendance of local buy- 
ers was good, low prices having acted asa 
stimulus, and Friday was’ a good day, as 
grocers wanted supplies for Sunday con- 


sumption.. Shipments to néarby points were, 
The quality of the berries : 


quite liberal. 
was good. The finest sold at 30@35c, but most 
of the choice went at 25c. Those a trifle 
small and some carried over sold as low as 
20c per quart. Large receipts are expected 
today, ahd low prices will probably be in 
order. : 
Receipts of oranges still remain small, 
which keeps the price up to $3.75 for fancy 


navels. 

‘Receipts of butter were lighter at 2,971 
tubs, and arrivals of eggs were larger at 
4,921 cases, but only about half the receipts 
for the corresponding day last year. Both butter 
and eggs ruled steady. 

The arrivals of strawberries and the abundance 
of apples make a siow demand for cranberries. 
The supply is coming mostly from New Jersey, 
and the best can be retailed at 5@6c per qt.

Provides for Placing Private and Sav- | 
ings Institutions Under State Con-< 
trol—Powers Granted Auditor. 


The Morrison banking bill, now before the 
House Committee on Banking at Springfield, 
declares the business of banking carried on 
through individuals as a public business sub- 
ject to regulation under the police power of 
the State. The Auditor of Public Accounts 
by this measure is empowered to issue 
licenses to persons or firms seeking to d6 a 
banking business or savings bank businéss 
upon the filing of a declaration giving the 
assets and Habilities of the applicant, the | 
names of all persons associated in the busi- 
ness, the name of the business, and its loca- 
tion. If the Auditor is satisfied with the 
statement the license Is to issue. 8 

All persons doing a banking business may 
continue in the same on making an applica- 
tion within thirty days after the passage of 
the act, and no person or firm shall do sucha 
business without a license. 

The bill provides for reports under oath as 
to the condition of the institution every : 
three months on call from the Auditor. 
Penalties are provided in case reports are 
delayed or not made at all. Once a,year the 
institutions are to be examined by persons 
appointed by the Auditor. This officer has 
the right to examine persons, or firms, or em- 
ployés under oath, and shall make a full and 
detailed report of the condition of such per- 
son or firm to the Auditor. The person mak- 
ing the examination receives $10 a day for 
each day of such examination and $2 for 
each twenty-five miles’ travel. This shall be 
paid by the person or firm whose affairs are 
examined. 

The Auditor is empowered to file a bill for 
a receiver in the Circuit Court in case the 
firms doing a banking business become in- 
solvent. The firm, upon being satisfied of 
the insolvency, shall appoint a receiver on 
bond-to be approved by the court, 

Any persons doing a banking business 
contrary to the provisions of the bill shall 
forfeit $100 a day for every day they so of- . 
fend, and the Auditor may maintain a Dill 
for an injunction against so carrying on @ 
banking business. 

Falsely swearing to oral or printed matter 
or in any proceedings required or instituted 
under the act is declared perjury and made. 
punishable by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for not exceeding five years,

There were more employés than there was 
work for, and there were few employés who 
were doing any work, except drawing their 
pay. So the Mayor had to proceed at once to 
pull up these rank weeds with which the 
municipal garden was filled. 

He dismissed no “ competent” officers— 
there were few to dismiss—but he did dis- 
charge the saloon loafers, the brawlers at 
primaries, the worthless pets of Democratic 
bosses who were sucking the blood of the 
taxpayers. Out they went, bag and bag- 
gage, and most of them have lived a free 
Junch life since then. No wonder these 
“ competent and thoroughly trained ” remi- 
niscences of Hopkinsism want to get back 
into their old stalls. 

The present city administration first sent 
about their business this army of bummers. 
Then it appointed a few good men to re- 
place the many bad men dropped. The 
number of men on the pay-rolls has been re- 
duced greatly. The expenses of all the de- 
partments have been cut down. There was 
a saving of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars last year. 

Thanks to the ability of heads of depart- 
ments and to the adoption of civil service 
methods a dollar expended by Swift has 
gone nearly twice as far as did a dollar ex- 
pended by Hopkins or.as a dqllar would go if 
expended by Harrison. When Judge Sears 
becomes Mayor he will manage to get a little 
more out of each dollar than Swift has. 

The official records show that the present 
administration has been efficient, economic, 
and honest. Therefore, when Mr. Harrison

IT WOULD BE A GROSS BLUNDER. 

It is stated that the Committee on Ways 
and Means has “ practically readopted the 
McKinley rates on wool.” If that is the 
case it is sowing evil seed. 

If such a wool schedule as the one given in 
the dispatches—which is really higher than 
the McKinley schedule—reaches the Sen- 
ate it. will meet with serious opposition 
there. If it gets through it will represent 
the price exacted by the Mountain States 
Senators for their supgort of the tariff bill. 

That*price will be almost as bad as that 
exacted in 1890, when the success of the 
tariff bill of that year was secured by the 
enactment of the Sherman silver purchase 
law. There are in the Senate yet some of 
the men who by insisting on that price led 
the Republican party to grief and the 
country to a panic. They are as eager to 
make mischief now as they were then, 

If the rates on wool favered by the Ohio 
ram raisers are imposed the speculative 
importers will rake and scour the markets 
of the world for wool of various grades 

nd will import all they can lay their hands 
on before the law goes into effect. They 
will gather up almost two years’ supply, 
and for a year at least the government will 
get no revenue worth mentioning from 
wool, while large amounts of money are 
sent abroad to pay for these imports. 

What are Dingley & Co. thinking of that 
they propose to perpetrate such a blunder? 
Wool duties like those of 1890 will call for 
the addition of heavy compensatory duties 
to the woolen schedules. This will lead to 
heavy importations of cloths and dress 
goods iff advance of the passage of the law. 
This will hurt the revenues, the home man- 
ufacturers, and the consumers. 

The reimposition of the wool dutics of 
1890 will be a gross political and fiscal 
blunder. Nobody who deserves protection 
will be protected, but the government will 
be deprived of revenue, while cousumers 
will have to pay more for their woolen 
goods, 


THE ADMINISTRATION’S CUBAN POLICY. 

The Washington dispatch in the last 
issue of Tue TRIBUNE undoubtedly reflects 
quite accurately the policy which the ad- 
ministration proposes to carry out as to 
the condition of affairs in Cuba. While 
there will be no startling change or inno- 
vation of a sort to which the Spanish Gov- 
ernment can make valid objection, the 
policy will be one characterized by justice, 
impartiality, and dignity. While this coun- 
try will not dctively interfere in behalf of 
the Cubans—w hich, indeed, they themselves 
do not desire—neither will it in any way 
assist Spain. It will neaintain neutrality 
under treaty laws, but it will not go out of 
its way to help Spain. | 

First and foremost, the administration 
will protect the ‘rights of every American 
citizen in Cuba, and this is in accord with 
the President’s statement in his annual 
message. Spain has been given due notice 
of this, and any infringement of this policy 
will be the signal for trouble. If necessary 
war vessels will be sent to Havana to en- 
force the government's policy, and Consul- 
General Lee; or whoever may succeed him, 
will not have to threaten resignation be- 
cause he is left alone to cope with Spanish 
insolence and contempt. While open rio- 
lation of the neutrality laws will not be 
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to offer its services as spy of detective 
agent. While it may do all that is required 
in preventing filibustering, it dées not pro- 
pose to indulge in vindictive prosecutions 
or to act in the pr@mises as a representa- 
tive or agent of Spain. 

In every way the Spanish Government 
will be given to understand that the ad- 
ministrafion shares the sympathy of the 
American people for the Cuban insurgents, 
is not in partnership with it for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion, and has no other 
feeling than that of repulsion and abhor- 
rence for its inhuman and uncivilized 
methods of conducting’ war. It will also 
be given to understand: that should any 
sudden emergency arise, such.as further 
invasions of.the rights of American citizens 
or fresh massacres of Cubans, the belliger- 
ent rights of the latter will be at once recog- 
nized, and should the occasion warrant it 
there will be active interference on the 
part of this government. 

Thus, while the policy of the administra- 
tion will continue to be the maintenance of 
neutrality and respect for the legal rights 
of Spain, at least so long as she herself does 
not provoke a different policy, it will at the 
same time be seen that it is a radical change 
from the policy of the last administration. 
In a dignified but firm way Spain has been 
informed she has no friends at court and 
there is no sympathy with her purpose or 
with her butchers. 
upon this government as a friend, confident 
that whatever she may do will be over- 
looked or condoned. She knows now that 
her two friends, Cleveland and Olney, have 
been retired to private life and that their 
successors, McKinley and Sherman, are 
not 9n terms of friendship with her. While 
they will not aid her and do her dirty work, 
as their predecessors did, they will at the 
same time hold her to a strict acccunt- 
ability, and should the emergency require 
it apply the doctrine of force. The Cubans 
ask nothing more than this. It is all that 
Gen. Gomez, in his recent interview, de- 
sired. The stand the government has taken 
will inspire the Cubans with fresh hope 
now that they understand the government 
of this country sympathizes with them and 
is no longer a silent partner of Spain seek- 
ing to undermine their cause. 


OBJECT LESSON FOR MRE. REVELL. 

Representative Revell, if he is as wise 
as experience by this time should have made 
him, is doubtless rejoicing that he has been 
saved from the consequences Of a recent 
indiscretion throngh the stolid opposition of 
fellow-legislators who had acquired wis- 
dom earlie?t. Mr. Revell, it will be remem- 
bered, but a few weeks ago was the ardent 
champion of an effort to repeal the libel 
law for the purpose of reviving a law that 
was peculiarly unjust.

Now note the felicitous conclusion of this 
episode—a conclusion that would have been 
impossible if Mr. Revell had succeeded in 
restoring to power the inadequate and harsh

the telegraphic report again: 

Mr. Revell received a reply from the editor of the 
Sun, in which he apologized for the languege 
used, and said that he' would make proper cor- 
rection in this week's issue of his paper, and 
in a manner which he fully believed will repair any 
injury done. 


Thus everything is to be amicably ad- 
justed. The editor apologizes to the hurt: 
Mr. Revell. He will make the proper re- 
traction, and he will do it in a manner 
which he believes will repair any damage 
done. Mr. Revell is not obliged to go down 
to Bond County and bring suit in court, at 
an expenditure of time and money and to 
his personal annoyance, in order to try to 
obtain punitive damages. 

There is only one cause for regret in the 
whole affair, and that is that’ Mr. Revell 
did not become acquainted sooner with the 
manifest merits of the law he assailed. 
But even this regret would be assuaged if 
Mr, Revell takes occasion, as he doubtless 
will, to acknowledge his error now and 
indorse the present law. - 


DISHONESTY OF BRYAN’S 
SHOWN OUP. 

Yesterday Tue Trisvune disposed of Bry- 
an’s recent false assertion that “on the 
“ money question the contest {s between bi- 
“ metallism and gold monometallism.” It 
showed that there could be no suclthing as 
“ bimetallism,” unless the dollar of each 
metal possessed the same intriusic value 
and purchasing power, and Ture TriIsuNnE 
pointed out that Bryan’s acheme provides 
for nothing of the sort and does not desire 
it, but, on the contrary, by insisting on 
free coinage of silver at the false ratio of 
16 to 1 produces a dollar worth but 50 cents 
in gold, and that such a debased dollar is 
silver monometallism, and it defied Bryan 
to show the contrary. He can’t do it. 

Tue TRIBUNE now proceeds to consider 
some more of Bryan’s false and deceptive 
propositions contained in his New York 
letter. 

Says Bryan: °* +s 
—. 1792 down to 1873 gold and silver were 

ike standard money. They were coined without 
limit at 4 fixed ratio (at first 15 to 1 and after- 
wards 16°to 1) without discrimination against 
either metal, and during a part of the time, at 
least, they were coined without charge for mint- 
age. 

This statement concerning gold and silver 
is substantially correct, but suppresses a 
highly important fact very dishonestly. 

During the period mentioned the legal and 
commercial ratio of silver to gold varied be- 
tween 15 to 1 and 16 to 1. In Burope it 
stood about 15% tol. The commercial ratio 
now throughout the world is about 32 to 1, 
which mans that two pounds of silver are 
equal in value to one ounce of gold. 

Previous to 1872 one pound of silver was 
equal in commercial value to one ounce of 
gold. The great change was caused by the 
vastiy increased output of silver bullion 
since 1873, and the immensely cheapened 
cost of production of silver at the mines, 
and to some extent by “ unfriendly legisla- 
tion ” of all Europe subsequent fo 1872. 

But mere “ friendly legislation ” of this 
and European nations cannot restore to 
silver the old price of 129 cents an ounce, 
it being worth now but 64@65 cents all over 
the world. The enormous increase from 43 
millions of ounces in 1873 to 175 millions of 
ounces in 1895-96 renders it impossible. A 
new commercial ratio must, therefore, be se- 
lected. 

All the laws relative to the free coinage of 
silver subsequent to 1792 were governed by 
the fact that the then commercial ratio was 
about 15% tol. That ratio has gone forever. 
Not even the united nations of the earth 
could restore it, in the face of the present 
enormous output, any more than they could 
reéstablish the old ratio between gold and 
steel. 

The conditions of 1792-1873 have disap- 
peared forever, and the legislation of today 
must be governed by the conditions of today. 
Fundamental principles do not change. 
The principle of the monetary legis- 
lation of 1792 and 1834 by our 
Congress was adherence to the com- 
mercial ratio of value. per weight between 
gold and silver, The pfinciple which Bry- 
an absurdly rejects cannot be set aside or 
ignored. . No bimetallism is possible upon a 
false and arbitrary commercial! ratio be- 
tween the metals. 

Mr. Bryan next proceeds to.say: 

Bimetallists seek to return to that system, and. 
as the means of restoring bimetallism as it ex- 
isted prior to 1873, favor the opening of the mints 
of the United States to the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver at the present legal 


ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or 
consent of any other nation. 


Actual bimetallists do not seek to return 
to a system which broke down because the 
commercial vale of silver bullion declined. 
The ratio of 16 to 1 is not and cannot be bi- 
metallism, as Bryan well knows, because 
that has ceased to be the commércia] ratio, 
which is the essence of bimetallism. There 
can be none where the bullion value of the 
silver dollar is but half that of the gold 
dollar. That fact is self-evident. 

Free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, which 
is Bryan’s bogus bimetallism, would result 
at once in silver monometallism, with the 
dollar worth but 50 cents. It would be a 
discrimination in favor of silver of 50 per 
cent, which would put a sudden end to the 
coimage of gold in this country. To refuse 
to coin a gold dollar for a man unless he 
will hand over 100 cents’ worth of gold, and 
agree to coin a silver dollar for every man 
who has 50 cents’ worth of silver, is a mani- 
fest and gross discrimination. How has 
Bryan the impudence or effrontery to call 
that bimetalligsm? 

Then to allow, as Bryan desires, the man 
who has borrowed a 100-cent dollar to wipe 
out his debt, contracted on the gold basis of 
money, with a 50-cent silver dollar is an 
additional dishonest discrimination in favor 
of depreciated silver. To make such a 
scheme take effect retroactively on gold 
considerations—debts, deposits, liens, and 
notes—is nothing short.of scoundrelism in 
purpose and act. — PH i

“PEACE MEETING” A FIASCO. 
The mass-meeting in New York called for 


the purpose of transmitting some moral 


suasion to the United States Senate in the 
interests of thé arbitration treaty now pend- 
ing, failed signally in accomplishing its pur- 
pose. Wauhope Lynn, one of the Civil 
Justices of the city, was directly responsible 
for the disaster that befell the peace advo- 
cates, but it is only fair to point out that the 
sentiment of the majority of the assemblage 
was with him and that this fact should be 
regarded as the really significant feature of 
the episode. — 

The meeting was intended to be a love 
feast of those who favored the ratification 
of the treaty as it now stands. Seth Low, 
President of Columbia College, was the pre- 
siding officer, and a number of equally noted 
men were down on the program for speeches. 
It was expected, and the expectation was 
realized, that a Jarge audience would be 
attracted. It was aleo expected that the 
program would be reeled off to the finish 
with a flourish of enthusiasm inspired by 
the succession of peace orators. It is 
probable that this would have been the re- 
sult, and that nothing would have hap- 
pened to mar the serenity and gnanimity 
of the occasion if Justice Lynn had not been 
present, charged with a patriotic zeal, to 
the spirit of which no one can take excep- 
tion, whatever the opinion may be as to the 
propriety of his manner of exhibiting it. 

Justice Lynn interrupted the proceedings 
at'a very early stage and before the senti- 
ment of the audience had had time to crys- 
tallize. He asked and obtained permission 
to speak, although he attended presumably 
as an auditor and was not down on the set 
program. He succeeded, however, in in- 


‘augurating a program of his own which 


relegated the original one into comparative 
insignificance. He spoke immediately after 
the resolutions had been read which were 
to stand for the opinion of the meeting. 
They were distinctly favorable to the treaty, 
employing the language and arguments that 
have been used by nearly all the advocates 
of the treaty. It was supposed when he be- 
gan that he would simply add his indorse- 
ment to the resolutions, but he did not per- 
mit this error to remain long uncorrected. 

He started in at once on a vigorous pro- 
test against the treaty and the purpose of the 
meeting which had been called to approve 
it. He administered sledge-hammer blows 
at the policy of Great Britain, which he 
charged with a secret purpose of getting the 
upper hand of the United States, and urged 
that no treaty be entered into which would 
only serve to shackle the, United States 
and would n@Wer be regarded by Great 
Britain when it should be in the interests 
of that country to break it. He evinced as 
great a horror of war as any of the treaty 
advocates, but he pleaded for the necessity 
of the Nation to be untrammeled in case it 
should become involved in a serious interna- 
tional dispute. 

He followed this up with a clear-cut por- 
trayal of England’s grab-all policy from 
earliest times, with an exposition of the 
many demonstrations she had given to the 
world that her treaties were never binding 
when her own interests were in jeopardy 
and there was a loophole for evasion, and 
that she always managed to manufacture 
that loophole if it could not be immediately 
found. 

The resolutions favoring the treaty were 
soon after declared carried, in spite of an 
overwhelming majority of votes against 
them. The amendment submitted by Jus- 
tice Lynn was not even put to the meeting, 
and it adjourned in the wildest disorder. 

The episode shows how untrustworthy 
the dictum of a mass-meeting may be. If 
Justice Lynn bad not spoken and voiced, as 
it must be admitted he did, the real beliefs 


,of a majority of those present, the meeting 


undoubtedly would have progressed to the 
conclusion without conflicting episode and 
been heralded as a genuine popular indorse- 
ment of the arbitration treaty. _ 

WHAT YERKES WANTS. 

The Senate Committee on Railroads has 
recommended that Mr. Yerkes be given 
what he wants. He seems to have hyp- 
notized its members. during his brief stay 
in Springfield. 

The committee reports in favor of the 
adoption of an amended bill extending for 
fifty years from next September the fran- 
chises of all the street railroads then in 
operation and allowing future Councils to 
grant fifty-year franchises. A generation 
ago a corrupt Legislature extended for 
ninety-nine years the street railroad fran- 
chises |then in existence. The legality of 
that attion never has been admitted by the 
city. | » 

The bill declares also that— 

Every ordinance now in force, or that may be 
hereafter enacted, granting to any person or pcr~- 
sons, corporation or corporations, permission and 
authority to construct and operate any street or 
surface railway shall be deemed and held as to all 
the matters and things therein stipulated and 
agreed upon, and all powers and privileges thereby 


granted, to be a contract, and shall be treated and 
recognized as such in all the courts of this State. 


The object of this is to make it impos- 
sible for the Council or ‘for any future 
Legisldture to regulate the rates charged 
by those common carriers known as street 
railroads when those charges are upreason- 
able. Steam railroads and other common 
carriers are to remain subject_to legislative 
or municipal control. The street railroads 
are to be put in a class by themselves, 

The f-cent fare is too high now on the 
main Chicago roads. It enables excessive 
dividends to be paid on watered stock. Yet 
the ‘Legislature is asked to continue that 
excessive rate for fifty years, while the cost 
of street railroad power will be cheapeaing 
and the amount ofbusiness done increasing. 

In 1940 this city will have at least four 
million people. It is difficult to compute the 
profits which these monopolies would reap 
then if they were allowed to charge 5 cents 
for a ride. They would makemoney enough 
if they sold thirty-three tickets for a dollar. 

In return for this extension, the roads are 
to pay the city yearly 3 per cent of their 
gross earnings. That is the bribe which 
is offered to furnish Cook County members 
a pretext to vote for the bill. They will 
state that the city is in need of money, that 
this measure will give it about half a mill- 
ion a year to begin with, and that so much. 
can be done with that money it would be 
bad policy to refuse to accept it. 

That sime argument was heard in 1869, 
when the city could have obtained $800,000 


from the railroad companies under the 


Lake-Front act. But it refused to accept 


‘the money or to acknowledge the validity 


of the law. The city was the gainer 


from the steam railroad down to the cab, 

The Cook County members were not sent 
to Springfield to do Mr. Yerkes’ bidding 
and legislate for his corporations. They 
were sent there to protect their constituents 
against such. measures as this fifty-year 
extension and the perpetuation of 5-cent 
fares. | 


A DEMAGOGUE’S PROMISE. 

Candidate Harrison seems to be one of 
those demagogues referred to by Judge 
Sears, who gives the people to understand 
that if he is elected Mayor they shall have 
clean streets and alleys, no matter how 
much or how little the Council may appro- 
priate for that purpose. , 

Candidate Harrison made a rambling, 
pointlese speech to the convention which 
nominated him in accordance with Alt- 
‘geld’s directions. In that witless speech he 
declared that “‘ we ’—he and the other Alt- 
geldites— 

Do not believe in the kind of economy, for in- 
stance, that saves hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in the Street Cleaning Department while it 
allows the streets and alleys of Chicago to become 
the hotbed for the nurture of the microbes that 


perpetuate all diseases. 
So he, if elected,’ would not allow the 


streets and alleys to bea hotbed. He would 
remove every microbe with his own hands 
if there was no one else to do the work. 
Or he intends to pay out of his own pocket 
all that is needed to keep the streets clean 


over and above what the Council appro- 


priates. | 

‘It may be .that Mr. Harrison, who is not 
acquainted with municipal methods, may 
not know that the Council appropriates 
yearly a certain sum for street-cleaning pur- 
poses. The city officials cannot expend 
more than that sum. If. it"is not enough 
they must do the best they can with it. 

That is what Mayor Swift and his Com- 
missioner of Public Works have done. They 
have had less money to expend than their 
predecessors, but they have made it go 
farther.

Then, when the people saw. the streets 
and alleys swarming with offensive mi- 
crobes, they would remind Mr. Harrison of 
his demagogical promise to keep the streets 
clean. He would laugh at them and tell 
them they would have to give him more 
money. 

Judge Sears has promised modestly that 
he will give the citizens “ as clean streets 
as the conditions will permit.” So he will, 
But under Harrison, in spite of his vote- 
getting promises, the “ microbes which per- 
petuate disease ” would flourish rankly, for 
his administration would swarm with the 
political microbes which breed inefficiency 
and corruption.

I am awareofthe 
power and influence which these whisky 
men exercise in our political and municipal 
afffiirs and do not wonder that candidates 
for office fear them, but there is a power in 
our system mightier than the saloongwhich, 
when properly invoked, is able not dnly to 


compel them to obey the laws, but to blot “ 


them’ out of existence. This is the judicial 
power.

vocation. It is a business that has to be 
learned by an apprenticeship and the city 
law forbids you to carry on the plumbing 
business unless’ you have a license. As to 
the vocation of steamfitter, it is a trade of 
its own, learned the same way, by appren- 
ticeship, and neither of the trades is what 
a person might call a pleasant one. You 
can do your own steamfitting if you want 
to and buy supplies as you wish of either 
kind, and I have done so many a time and 
as late as the month of July, 1896. 

In regard to the engineer, I would say an 
engineer is not supposed to be a dish wash- 
er, a plumber, or a steamfitter, or a general 
roustabout.

The process of removing the outer cuticle 
with its blemishes of freckles and brown 
patches and wrinkles is as follows:

Scientists tell us that the 
cuticle or epidermis is the seat of color of 
the skin. The difference of color in a blonde 
or brunette, an African or European, lies 
in the deep, newly formed layers of the 
cuticle, which is formed by a secretion that 
spreads over the true skin, and which is 
exuded, in the shape cf a thin, transparent 
fluid by the blood vessels of the “ cutis 
vera,”’ or true skin, and thus distributedina 
thin laygr over the surface. 

This dries and another layer Is formed, and 
so on. The outside layer breaks up into 
tiny scales, which are removed by washing, 
contact with the air, etc. The waste is con- 
tinually being supplied by the exuding fluid.
